SENATORS IN A QUANDARY ABOUT 
THE BANK CHARTER BILL. 

A DEBATE IN WHICH MUCH IGNORANCE OF 
THE MEASURE WAS DISPLAYED—THE 
$10,000 DEPOSIT CLAUSE A STUMBLING- 
BLOCK WHICH BROUGHT ABOUT AN AD- 
JOURNMENT. 

WasHIneTon, June 16.—Persons who 
listened te the debate in the House on the bill 
to extend the charters of national banks, and 
who heard the opening discussion of the same 
bill in the Senate to-day, express the opinion 
to-night that the Representatives appeared bet~ 
ter to understand its provisions than do the 
Senators, not excepting members of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee who reportedit. It 


was apparent to-day, in the course of the three 
sours’ talk on the amendments, that there was 
1 difference of opinion in the Finance Com- 
mittee as to the meaning of some of the most 
impertant sections. 

The discussion opened on the fourth section, 
to which the committee had added a provision 
that no attachment, injunction, or execution 
should issue against yational banks or their 
property before final judgment in any suit, 
action, or preceeding in any State, county, or 
municipal court. To this provision Mr. Vest 


objected, and Mr. Allison, in explanation 
of the amendment, held that it would 
be wiser to permit the banks to re- 
main under the control of the Controller 
of the Currency than to expose them to the 
process of State courts. Mr. Vest maintained 
that it was absurd to think that the banks 
should be free from State court jurisdiction. 
After some discussion of the proposed amend- 
ment, Mr. Vest called for the yeas and nays, 
and it was rejected by a vete of 24 to 27. 

The fifth section was approved without com- 
ment, but on tke sixth section there was abun- 
fiance of talk. As reported by the committee, 
this section provides for the redemption of cir- 
culating notes in three years from the time of 
the extension of a charter, or the deposit of 
lawful money for circulation outstanding at 
that time, and the issue of new circulating notes 
of new device. Mr. Allison explained the object 
ot the section, and Mr. Beck breught forward 
his amendment requiring a bank to deposit, 
within one year after its charter has been ex- 
tended, lawful money equal to the amount of 
its circulation outstanding, and directing the 
surrender of its bonds pledged as security. 
Mr. Allison criticised Mr. Beck’s proposi- 
ion as one suggested by a confusion of 
ideas. As it seemed to him, the Kentueky 
Senator could not get it out of his head that 
the provisions of the bill were intended only 
for banks seeking liquidation. A word of cau- 
tion was spoken by Mr. Allison against care- 
less interference with the banks, The Senate 
was handling edged tools. It should be cau- 
tious about contracting the paper currency. 
The bill eunder discussion contained a 
‘proposition limiting the power of the 
banks to contract the paper money 
to $3,000,000 in one month, and _ that 
was a wise limitation. Does anybody believe, 
he asked, that there is to be an increase of cir- 
culation with the decrease of the public debt? 
He appealed to Mr. Beck so to enlarge his 
amendment as te secure for the people absolute 
security and redeemability. Mr. Beck insisted 
upon his substitute for part of the section. A 
vote was taken, and it was rejected by a vote 
of 13 to 34. 

On the seventh saction there was little dis- 
cussion, but on the eighth, which prescribes 
that banks hereafter organized with a capital 
pf $150,000 or less, shall not be required to 
keep with the Treasurer bonds in excess of 
$10,000 as security for circulating notes, 
there was much discussion. Mr. Allison 
doubted the necessity of keeping the 
clause in the bill, while Mr. Sherman 
created some surprise by expressing himself as 
understanding that the provision was intended 
for the benefit of small banks which did not 
desire circulating notes. Mr. Allison believed 
the tendency of the adoption of the amend- 
ment would be to contract the currency. As 
the committee appeared to desire to agree on 
that suggestion, the inquiry was made 
why it had not been stricken out. No 
one could tell. Mr. Morrill moved that 
it be stricken out. The Senate did not appear 
to be quite clear as to what the effect would 
be if the clause should be rejected. A vote 
was taken to ascertain whether the Senate 
would sit on Saturday. Mr. Allison was 
anxious to finish the bill, and believed it 
rould be done to-morrow. Thirty-five Sena- 
jors voted not to sit to-morrow, while 
only 21 favored the proposition. The motion 
to strike out having been renewed, and a re- 
newal of dark counsel following as to its 
meaning, the motion to go into executive ses- 
sion was made by Mr. Allison. It prevailed, 
and the brief executive session was followed 
by an adjournment.

AN EXPENSIVE PENSION BILL. 
h4HE PROPOSED INCREASE OF PAY TO THOSE 
WHO LOST AN ARM OR A LEG. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The House re- 
tently passed a bill increasing to $40 a month 
the rate of pension to soldiers and sailors who 
lost an arm or a leg in the service. At the re- 
quest of Senator Mitchell, Commissioner Dud- 
ley addressed a ietter to the Senate Committee 
on Pensions, explaining the scope and effect of 


the proposed law. It was asserted in the brief 
debate that preceded the passage of the bill 
that its cost would be only in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,600,000 per annum. Commissioner 
Dudley says: 

“The data in my possession enable me to give 
youavery close and intelligent estimate of the 
‘all cost, which I submit herewith for your 
mformation. Number who have lost one 
irm, 5,131; number who have lost one 
eg, 4.722; number who have lost one arm 
ind one leg, 20. As the two first mentioned 
receive a pension of $18 and $24 per month, 
the mean increase in the rate of the 9,853 would be 

19 per month, or an increased annual value of 
Podeaes. The 20 pensioners who have lost one 
japd ard one foot would be increased only $4 per 
north, or an annual value of $960, making the in- 
treased annual yalue on roil for amputation 
$2,247,444.” 

Referring to equivalent disabilities, the 
Commissioner says: 

“The 500 pensioners who now receive $31 25 and 
626 per month, respectively, would involve a net 
increase to the roll ef $50,000, The 7,000 pension-- 
ers who are in receipt of $24a like increase of 
$1,844,000, and the 8,140 who are receiving each 
$8 a month a like increase in value of $2,148,960. 
The total increase of annual value of roll of equiv- 
alent disabilities would be $3,542,960, It will be 
seen that the total cost of the bill will be $5.790,400.” 

The Commissioner thinks that at least five 
or six years’ work by the Peusion office would 
be required to settle the claims of those entitled 
to the increase and investigating the claims of 
applicants not entitled to the benefit of the 
proposed law. He recommends that if the bill 
should pass a proviso should be inserted that 
tlaims pending before the bureau should have 

recedence in adjudication over those proposed 
fn the bill. .

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

TWO NEW CRUISERS AND S@ME REPAIRING 
PROVIDED FOR—IMPORTANT CHANGES 
PROPOSED. 

WasuHineton, June 16.—Much curiosity 
as been manifested about the provisions of 
the Naval Appropriation bill, which has not 
yet been reported. It is understood that the 
sub-committee have agreed upon a bill, and 
that the full Appropriations Committee will 
act upon it to-morrow. As agreed upon by 
the. sub-committee, the bill provides for 
the building of two new fast steel 
cruisers, in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Naval Advisory Board. 


be bill prepared and reported some 
time ago by the Naval Committee provided for 
six cruisers, one ram, and several torpedo 
boats, and the Appropriations Sub-Committee 
pave put two of these cruisers into their bill. 
Provision is also made for finishing the iron- 
tlad Miantonomah, by placing upon her 
steel-faced turrets, and also for com- 
pleting the four other iron-clads, An 
appropriation is included for beginning the 
construction of breech-loading rifled ordnance. 


(Ig is understood that the bill makes a large re-_ 
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duction in the civil establishment of the Navy, 
in contemplation of a reduction of the work 
done in the navy-yards. The amount to be 
expended in repairing old wooden vessels is 
strictly limited. 

Mr. Harris has been working in behalf of a 
bill creating a construction fund for the Navy, 
to be formed out of the money received from 
the sale of old and useless material. The ap- 
propriation bill does not follow this plan, but 
provides that the old material shall be sold 
and the money covered into the Treasury. 
All officers of the Navy, except Chap- 
lains and Surgeons, must hereafter be taken 
from the graduates of the Naval Academy, 
and only so many of the Cadets as are needed 
are to be taken, while the remaining Cadets 
are to be given one year’s pay and an honor- 
able discharge. Promotion to the grade of 
Rear-Admiral is to be from the grade of Cap- 
tain, and the grade of Commodore is to be al- 
lowed todie out. The retiring law is made to 
apply to Admirals and Vice-Admirals. 

Secretary Chandler recently informed the 
committee that the cost of completing the five 
iron-clads would be $4,287,836, and that, of 
this sum, $2,800,000 ouchtto be expended in the 
next fiscalyear. Only $275,000 is needed for 
the Miantonomah, but the cost for the remain- 
ing four ranges from $900,000 to $1,250,- 
000 each. Upon these iron-clads, $3,500,- 
000~—shas been expended. The _ steel 
cruisers of the first class, recommended by the 
Advisory Board, will cost, when completed, 
about $1,800,000 each, and those of the second 
class about $1,400,000. The total amount ap- 
paper by the bill is said to be about 
$500,000 greater than the sum appropriated 
last year. It is possible that the tull com- 
mittee will make some changes in the impor- 
tant provisions of the sub-committee’s bill.

Mr. Hoar introduced a bill to provide for 
the performance of the duties of the office of 
President in case of the removal, resignation, 
inability, or death both of the President and 
Vice-President. It vests the succession to the 
Presidency in the members of the Cabinet in 
the order in which they were named in Wash- 
ington’s Cabinet, beginning with the Secretury 
of State and concludiag with the Secretary of 
the Interior, and iucludes Cabinet officers not 
previously confirmed by the Senate. Mr. 
Hoar said the scheme, while permanently ar- 


ranging the order of succession, would remove | 


the motive to take the life of a President-elect 
as a means of changing the Administra- 
tive policy which the people are supposed 
to sanction at a Presidential election. It a 
vacancy sbould occur in the Presidency as 
now filled, the office would be held by the pre- 
siding officer of the Senate, and a Presidential 
election would have te be held in the ensuing 
Fall. In the event of this special eiection being 
held in the middle of aterm of Congress, the 
whole governmental machinery would be de- 
ranged by it. Another difficulty was that the 
presiding ofiicer of the Senate or the Speaker 
of the House, if temporarilv called to act as 
President, would be obliged to serve also at the 
same time in his office in either house. The 
bill was referred to the Judiciary Committee.

CHOSEN BY THE PRESIDENT 


TARIFF AND UTAH COMMISSION 
APPOINTMENTS. 

WILLIAM H. M’MAHON, OF NEW-YORE, AND 
A. R. BOTELER, OF WEST VIRGINIA, TO 
FILL THE TARIFF COMMISSION VACAN- 
CIES—EX-SENATOR RAMSEY AT THE 
HEAD OF THE UTAH COMMISSION. 

Wasninoton, June 16.—The Cabinet 
meeting to-day decided upon the composition 
of acomplete tariff commission and a board 
of registration and election, called for by the 

Anti-Polygamy bill passed at the present ses- 

sion of Congress. The President has had great 

difficulty, it is reported, in securing a repre- 
sentative on the the Tariff Commission in 
place of the Hon. William A Wheeler. He 
was disappointed in being unable to secure Mr, 

A. A. Low. The Hon. Hugh McCulloch, to 

whom the place was offered, also declined it. 

The suggestion that the Hon. Erastus Corning, 

of Albany, should be named was then made, but 

as Mr. Oliver had been selected for the iron in- 
terest it was deemed best not to make that se- 
lection. Mr. LeGrand B. Cannon and Mr. 

John T. Agnew were then successively re- 

quested to allow their names to be sent in, 

Both declined. Assent to the Senate to-day, 

Mr. John L. Hayes, of Massachusetts, who 

was second on the first list of Commissioners, 


is now named first and will be Chairman. The 
last two names are the new ones, The list is 
as follows: John L. Hayes, of Massachusetts, 
(Chairman;) Henry W. Oliver, Jr., of Pena- 
sylvania; Austin M. Garland, of Illinois: Ja- 
cob Ambler, of Ohio; Robert P. Porter, of the 
District of Columbia; John W. H. Under- 
wood, of Georgia; Duncan F. Kenner, of Lou- 
isiana; Alexander R. Boteler, of West Vir- 
ginia; William H. McMahon, of New-York. 

Mr. Alexander R. Boteler, who is named on 
the commission for West Virginia, was born 
in Shepherdstown, Jefferson County, Va, 
May 16, 1815: was graduated at Princeton 
College in 1835, but did not enter professional 
life, his tastes leading him to agricultural pur- 
suits. He was an old line Whig, serving as an 
Elector on the Whig ticket in 1852. ‘In the 
campaign of 1856 he was identified with the 
American Party, and was again named as an 
Elector. Being elected to the Thirty-sixth 
Congress as a National American, he served 
trom December, 1859 to March, 1861, when he 
followed Virginia in her secession. He was 
chosen to the Provisional Confederate Congress 
in November, 1861, in place of James M. Mason, 
and was subsequently chosen a Represenative 
from Virginia in the first Confederate Con- 
gress, in which he served from February, 
1862, to February, 1864. Since that time his 
only office has been that of a Centennial Coni- 
missioner. During the rebellion he was fora 
time a Colonel on Gen. Stonewall Jackson’s 
He is represented by Senators Davis 
and Camden, who were consulted by the Pres- 
ident asto his nomination as a conservative 
tariff man. He is a Director of the Shenan- 
doah Valley Railroad Company. 

Mr. Wiiliam H. McMahon, of New-York, is 
Chief Clerk, of the fifth division of the Cus- 
tom-house. 

The Utah Commission is made up entirely of 
Western men. Alexander Ramsey isa Penn- 
sylvanian by birth, about 67 years of age. 
He was Secretary of the Pennsylvania Elec- 
toral College in 1840, Clerk of the State House 
of Representatives in 1841, and was elected as 
a Whig to the Twenty-eighth and Twenty- 
ninth Congresses. - From 1849 to 1853 he was 
Territorial Governor of Minnesota; was af- 
terward Mayor of St. Paul and Governor of 
Minnesota, and was United States Senator from 


| Minnesota from 1863 to 1875, He was Secretary 


of War toward the close of the term of Presi- 
dent Hayes. Algeron 8S. Paddock was born 
at Glen’s Falls, N. Y.; was graduated at 
Union College, studied Jaw, and removed to 
Nebraska in 1857. Having taken an active 
part in the work of the Republican Party, he 
was appointed Secretary of Nebraska by Presi- 


| dent Lincoln, holding the place until Nebraska 


became a State. He was elected United States 
Senator, serving from 1875 to 1881. George 
L. Godfrey is a successtul lawyer at Des 
Moines, lowa, and went from New- 
York to the West. He is Assistant 
United States District Attorney and 
is about 42 years of age anda Republican, as 
the two preceding Commissioners are. Am- 
brose B. Carleton is also a lawyer of Terre 
Haute, Ind., and is a partnerof Senator Voor- 
hees. Senator Harrison considers him a good 
man for the place, but says the President 
might have found a Democrat somewhere else, 
The Democrats do not need any encourage- 
ment in Indiana. James R. Pettigrew, of 
Arkansas, is about 85 vears of age. He is a 
journalist by profession, and is owner and edi- 
tor of the Fayetteville Sentinel. He is now 
Journal Clerk of the United States Senate, to 
which place he was appointed in 1879 by Mr. 
Burch. During the rebellion he was a Con- 
federate soldier. He was recommended for the 
place by Senators Garland ana Walker, and 
was personally known by President Arthur, 
who made his acquaintance while he presided 
over the Senate.

LARGE FIRE IN NEW-HA VEN.

A CAR-TRIMMING COMPANY’S FACTORY DE- 

STROYED—THE Loss ABouT $54,000 
New-Haven, June 16.—The factory of the 
New-Haven Car-trimming Company, in Newhall- 
street, was destroyed by fire this morning. The 
flames probably caught from a charcoal furnace in 
thelamp-room. The co™pany made coach lamps, 
railroad signal lanterns, enameled and marbleized 
clock cases, bronze statuary, hardware specialties, 
and car trimmings of every description. The 
buildings were formerly occupied by George T. 


Newhall as a carriage factory, and were com- 
pletely gutted and the stock and machinery were 
destroyed. Seventy hands are thrown out of em- 
ployment. The loss on buildings is $6,000. The 
insurance was $4,300, equally divided between the 
First National, of Worcester; Meriden and Manu- 
facturers’, of Boston; Glen’s Falls, of Glen's Falls, 
N. Y.; Phoenix, of London; Queens, of Lon- 
don, and Standard, of London. The_ loss 
on stock and machinery is estimated at 
$48,000. The insurance is placed as follows: 
Home, of New-York, Howard, of New-York, and 
Ameriean, of Philadelphia, $3,500 each; Franklin, 
of Philadelphia, and Metropole, of Paris, $4,500 
each; Union, of Philadelphia, Newark Fire ana 
Firemen’s, of Newark, $1,500 each. Mest of the 
insurance was recently placed. Gen. E. S. Greeley 
is President of the company,and James Graham and 
David Corey are Directors. G. F. Moore is Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, and R. E. Goodrich was a large 
owner. Recently 12 new and expensive machines 
were oy in. The company was preparing to fur- 
nish the trimmings fer 75 new cars for the New- 
Yerk, New-Haven, and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany. A house near the factory, owned by the 
Dwight Porter estate, was damaged to the amount

SUICIDE OF A CONVICTED MURDERER. 

BALTIMORE, June 16.—Andrew Pfautch, a 
German, recently convicted of the homicide of 
Jacob Lockner, in Carroll County, and sentenced 
to be hanged, committed suicide to-day by cutting 
his throat with a razor during the temporary ab- 
sence of the guard. The jail at Westminster, Car- 
roll County, having been recently burned, the pris- 
oners, including Pfautch, were cenfined in the 


county Alms-house, which was guarded, and 
Pfautch, being under sentence of death, had a spe- 
cial guard. The murder of Lockner was most 
wanton and unprovoked. Lockner’s son was in 
the habit of passing Pfautch’s house, on the main 
road, on his way to school. Pfautch took a dislike 
to the Mae f and had frequently threatened him. 
In December Jast, while the boy and his father 
were passing along the road, Pfautch came out of 
his house with his gun and deliberately shot the 


elder Lockner.

DUTIES ON WOOLEN IMPORTS. 

Boston, June 16,—The report extensively 
circulated throughout the country that the Gov- 
ernment would be called upon to refund $11,000,000 
to the importers who had paid duties on worsted 
knit goods under protest since the present Revised 
Statutes were adopted, and that $5,500,000 of the 
sum recovered would go te a lawyer who had 
served as counsel for the importers, is pronounced 
grossly incorrect by the Boston Commercial Buille- 


tin, which states that the total value of all the 
worsted and woolen hosiery and knit goods im- 
orted into the United States since the Revised 
tatutes went into effect is $5,360,000, and that the 
entire duties on them would be only about $3,000,- 
000. But the statutes provide that a changed con-

MORE IRON MILLS TO START WITH NON-UNION 


LABOR—QUIET AGAIN AT CLEVELAND, 


PitTsBuRG, Penn., June 16.—What little 
was new in the iron situation to-day was in 
favor of the manufacturers. The Apollo Mills and 
those of Kloman & Co. are still in aperation with 
non-union men. The workmen are said to 
be getting along very well and are  be- 
coming more skillfal. At the Iron Association 
rooms it was alleged that in two mills the union 
men had sent committees to the proprietors, offer- 
ing to resume at the old wages. It was deemed 
advisable not to give the names of the firms, 
but it was said that ome of the mills would 
start up next week and the other as 
soon as orders came in. A manufacturer 
in reviewing the situation figured up 
five iron mills in this district as running, or that 
would run, without having signed the scale. He 
included Friend’s mill, which, it is conceded, will 
start up next week with 75 non-union men. He 
also included W. D. Woods's and Lauffman’s mills 
at Apollo, Another firm, who, it was rumored this 
afternoon, would start with non-union men, 
was William Clark & Co. Report has it that this 
firm has secured a force of colored men and _ will 
begin operations next week. In the coal mining 
situation nothing of importance has developed 
lately. Twelve out of the 20 ore pits on the Pan- 
Handle Railroad, in which the miners refused to 
work at the reduction, are in operation with 
colored imported miners and some of the old men 
who have gone to work. This would indicate that 
the strike in that region Is yielding. 

The — for the demonstration of or- 
ganized labor, appointed to take place to-morrow 
in this city, have been going on busily for several 
days, but to-day the interest among those 
concerned has redoubled and ali hands 
are arduously engaged in the final work 
of getting their respective associations into 
trim shape. That it will be the largest turnout 
that has ever occurred here, and the greatest 
trades-union demonstration that this country has 
ever seen, is evident on all sides. It is im- 
possible to state how many organizations 
will participate, but, udging from the 
facts that the first ivision alone will 
comprise 69 assemblies of the Knights of 
Labor, and that there will be five grand divis- 
ions, the number will hardly fall short of 300, and 
the men in line will probably be 25,000 strong. 
Every man will wear a designating badge, and 
every delegation or society have its band, banners, 
mottoes, &c., so that the outlook fora very hand- 
some display is excellent. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 16.—To-day has 
been a very quiet one at the Cleveland Rolling 
Mills. A few stones were this morning thrown at 
a train conveying a gang of workmen, but no dam- 
age was done. The crowd of idlers about the 
mills when themen goto and from work daily di- 
minishes. A large force of Police is stationed in 
the district morning and evening, and details 
from all the militar companies are on 
guard day and night at the armories to proteot 
property and call the troops together in case of an 
emergency. Thomas Blythe, who was brutally 
beaten on Wednesday while on his way to labor, is 
much better this evening, and his physician has 
strong hopes of his recovery unles infammation 
setsin. Nofurther case of assault has been re- 
ported. 


KENSINGTON, Ill, June 16.—Everything is 
quiet at Irondale this morning. The expected ar- 
rival of President Jarrett caused a small crowd to 
gather when the 9 o’clock train camein. Mr. Jar- 
rett failed to appear, however, and no one seems 
to know where he is or when he will be at Iron 
dale. D. C. Bradley, of the Calumet Iron and 
Steel Company, is at the works, but does 
not think there is any prospect of an 
early resumption of work, at least with the strik- 
ers. The company is putting upa 9-foot fence, 
entirely inclosing its works, and it is rumored that 
when this is completed work may be started by 
non-union men. Many of the men have left Iron- 
dale, and are seeking work elsewhere. 


Conogs, N, Y., June 16.—One hundred and 
fifty women operatives, inmates of the Harmony 
Mills boarding-house, have been given notice to 
seek other quarters, At the expiration of the 
time secured by rents paid in advance, notices will 
be served for ejectment on those occupying 
company tenements. The operatives’ appeals for 
aid continue to meet with generous response. Pro- 
visions are distributed on Mondays and Fridays, 
and money is distributed at all times where need- 
ed. Quiet prevails.

STEALING LETIERS AT SING SING.

ARREST OF WILLIAM G. LAWRENCE, THE 
ASSISTANT POSTMASTER. 

Sine Sine, N. Y., June 16.—The people of 
this village were astounded this morning by the 
announcement that William G. Lawrence, who had 
occupied the position of Assistant Postmaster here, 
had been arrested by detectives and taken to New- 
York, to answer, in the United States court, to the 
charge of opening letters received at the Post 
Office and appropriating to his own use money 
contained in them. The facts in the case are these: 
Postmaster James Williamson had implicit confi- 
dence in young Lawrence and left almost the entire 
business in his hands, letting him keep the books of 


the office and balance the accounts, though he him- 
self had a general supervision over everything. 
For a year past he has been receiving complaints 
from citizens that letters containing money had 
been sent to them but never received. He had no 
suspicion even then that the letters had been re- 
ceived at this office, and made his report accord- 
ingly to the Superintendent. Finally, these dis- 
appearances became so frequent that two or three 


days ago Detectives Newcome and Blonk, of New-° 


York, were sent up here to ferret out the 
matter by means of decoy letters containing 
marked bills. They discovered that the cause of 
all these disappearances of letters was the fact 
that young Lawrence had takenthem. This work 
was done on Thursday. In the evening the detec- 
tives got in company with Lawrence and the other 
clerk in the office, and they visited s«veral saloons 
and apicnic together. During the time the detec- 
tives were with them Lawrence spent some of 
the marked morey, which was afterward recov- 
ered, and other evidences of his guilt were found 
on his person. When charged with the crime this 
morning he admitted it and was _ completely 
broken down. He accompanied the detectives to 
New-York, where, in the United States Court, he 
gave bonds in $2,500 to appear next week. 

Young Lawrence is the son of Robert M. Law- 
rence, one of the most prominent citizens of the 
place, having once been its President and Super- 
sor. William Lawrence has always been a gen- 
eral favorite in the village, and has had an ex- 
cellent reputation for morality and strict attention 
to business, being always polite and obliging. He 
has been married only a short time and _ has just 
built himself a house in Walter-avenue. He is the 
Jast person that would ever have been suspected of 
this kind of work.

DERVISCH PASHA’S TASK 


FEARS OF AN OUTBREAK BY THE‘ 
EGYPTIAN TROOPS. 

DERVISCH PASHA DECLARES THE PRESENCE: 
OF THE FLEETS TO BE AN OBSTACLE TO: 
THE RESTORATION OF ORDER—THE 
PORTE GIVEN 48 HOURS TO DECIDE RE- 
GARDING THE CONFERENCE. 

ALEXANDRIA, June 16.—Dervisch Pasha 
has sent a telegram to the Porte declaring that; 
the presence of the British and French squad-: 
rons at Alexandria is an obstacle to the resto- 
ration of order. 

At the suggestion of the representatives of 
Germany and Austria, the Khédive has sum- 
moned Ragheb Pasha and Ahmed Raised, 
Pasha from Cairo for the purpose of forming‘ 
anew Ministry, with Arabi Pasha as Minister’ 
of War. 


Ten thousand persons are supposed to have 
left here thus far, leaving many servants and 
workmen without employment. The Post- 
master doubts his ability to continue the post- 
al service, owing to the probable flight of the 
employes. The engineers at Atfeh, the junc- 
tion of the Mahmoudieh Canal with the Nile, 
have threatened to quit work, which action 


might imperil the water supply. The real 
and only serious danger is from the native 
troops, who are thoroughly in sympathy with 
the rabble and will tire of guarding the Euro- 
peans and take part against them. Directly a 
superior force is ready to land, the troops 
would have to choose between fighting and 
submitting. In the first case they would have 
to deal with the invaders, and the foreigners 
could in the meantime hold their own against 
the rabble. 

PaRIS, June 16.—It is semi-officially stated 
that all the powers have agreed to request the 
immediate acceptance by Turkey of the con- 
ference on the Egyptian question. Failing 
her assent, the conference will meet elsewhere 
than at Constantinople without Turkey’s par- 
ticipation. 

The newspapers here assert that the powers 
have given Turkey 48 hours in which to con- 
sider whether to take part in the conference 
on Egyptian affairs. 

CONSTANTINOPLE. June 16.—The Porte has 
been assured that the conference will be strict- 
ly confined to the discussion of the Egyptian 
question. Spain considers that she should be 
represented at the conference, as the Suez 
Canal is the shortest route to her Eastern pos- 
sessions. 

The Secretary of the Sultan has left for 
Egypt with new instructions for Dervisch 
Pasha. 

Lonpon, June 16.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon, Sir Charles Dilke, Under 
Foreign Secretary, replying to Sir Henry 
Wolff, said the news from Alexandria was re- 
assuring. No fresh disturbance is appre- 
hended. Admiral Seymour _ telegraphs 
that the transports provided for refu- 
gees are sufficient. Mr. Gladstone, reply- 
ing to Mr. Robert Bourke, stated that 
England’s relations with Turkey were never 
more friendly than at present. In answer to 
Mr. Bartlett, Conservative member for Eye, 
Mr. Gladstone said he was not aware that 
Turkish troops were on their way to Egypt. 
Sir Charles Dilke, repiying to Sir Stafford 
Northcote, said that as the British forces were 
notin possession of Cairo Admiral Seymour 
could take no special precautions to secure the 
safety of Europeans there. 

It is stated that the British Channel squad- 
ron has not gone to Alexandria, but for a 
cruise on the north coast of Egypt. 

GIBRALTAR, June 16,—Rear-Admiral Nichol- 
son, with the United States steamers Lancas- 
terand Quinnebung, has arrived here and wiil 
proceed to Alexandria immediately. 

Tur Hace, June 16.—The Dutch man-of- 
war Marnix has been ordered to Alexandria, 

VIENNA, June 16.—A second Austrian man- 
of-war has been ordered to be ready to pro- 
ceed to Alexandria. 

LONDON, June 17.—A dispatch from Alex- 
andria reports that the canal engineers at 
Atfeh have given notice of a suspension of 
work. 

A dispatch from Alexandria states the whole 
American mission has embarked on board the 
United States steamer Galena. Arabi Pasha 
has had notices placarded in Cairo exhorting 
tranquillity and declaring himself personally 
responsible for the safety of the European resi- 
dents. 

A correspondent at Constantinople says: 
** All rumors of military preparations by Tur- 
key are premature. There is no present in- 
tention of sending troops to Egypt.’’ 

A dispatch from Portsmouth says: ‘*The 
torpedo-ship Hecla has been ordered to join 
the Channel squadron. The Government has 
made arrangements at Liverpool for the em- 
ployment of six hired transports in case of 
necessity.”

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THE UNHAPPY STATE OF 1RELAND. 
MR. GLADSTONE REFUSES TO SUSPEND EVIC-

Lonpon, June 16.—In the House of 
Commons this afternoon Mr. Gladstone, in 
reply to a question by Mr. Dillon, declined to 
intreduce a bill suspending evictionsin Ireland 
for six months. Mr. Trevelyan, Chief Secretary 
for Lreland, denied that the permission to erect 
huts for the evicted tenants of Lerd Cloncurry 
had peen revoked. 

Debate was resumed in committee on the 
Repression bill. Clause 7 was adopted by 
a vote of 208 to 67. The Government previous- 
ly accepted an amendment that magistrates 
sheuld appear at meetings and summon} the 
people to disperse, but an amendment confin- 
ing the operation of the clause to proclaimed 
districts was rejected. Clause 8, directing the 
arrest of persons found at night under suspi- 
cious circumstances, was passed by a vote of 
98 te 27. Progress was then reported. 

It is reported that Col. Brackenbury, Di- 
rector of the new Criminal Investigation De- 
partment in Ireland, is preparing extensive 
plans against secret societies, based upon in- 
vestigations made in America. 

DuBuLin, June 16.—The man arrested at 
Kingscourt on suspicion of being one of the 
murderers of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Under Secretary Burke has been released. 

Miss Anna Parnell writes to the Freeman’s

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CURRENT FOREIGN TOPIOS. 


BERLIN, June 16.—The Reichstag has 
agreed to Prince Bismarck’s motion for pro- 
rogation until Nov. 30. 

It is stated that the Government regards the 
small majority on the resolution adopted in 
the Reichstag, yesterday, declaring inadmissi- 
ble any further measure burdening the tobac- 


co trade, as an indication that the refusal of 
the Reichstag to accept the tobacco monopoly 
will not be permanent. 

Maprip, June 16,—The Senate has elected a 
committee of seven to consider the bill relative 
to liberalizing the oath. Five of the members 
of the committee are hostile to the measure. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, June 16.—It is officially 
announced that the revenue returns hereafter 
will be published monthly. The revenue for 
the first quarter of this year shows an increase 
of 7,000,000 rubles over the first quarter of 1881. 

Count Tolstoi, Minister of the Interior, has 
ordered the suspension of the newspaper 
Minuta for three months. 

There are numerous complaints of depreda- 
tions by Chinese soldiers ou the inhabitants of 
the Ili territory. The Kuldja telegraph line 
will be removed, as the Chinese continually 
damage it. Cossack patrols have been sent to 
the aisturbed districts, but they are unable to 
stop the marauding unless they are reinforced.

FROM CHINA AND JAPAN.

POLITICS AND NEW PARTIES IN JAPAN—THE 


COREAN QGESTION. 


Yororama, May 24.—Among the numerous 
pelitical parties now organizing all over Japan 
one has just been inaugurated to represent the 
party of Tokugawa, which, until the revolution of 
1868, had ruled the empire for nearly three centu- 
ties. The last of the Sioguns, or Tycoons, now liv- 


ingin retirement in the interior, is urged by his 
former tollowers to accept the Presidency or this 
body. The Government observes this movement 
interest. Shimadzu Saburo, the 
celebrated nobleman of Satsuma, is expected 
in Tokio, which city he has not visited 
for seven years. At one period his comings and 
goings were fraught with grave consequences to 


the State, and even now it is probable, although . 


his former enormous power has waned, that his re- 
appearance in the capital wili add to the already 
serious internal complications of the Cabinet. The 
Govertor of Macao, who, although Portuguese 
Envoy to Japan, rarely visits the country, is receiv- 
ing many hospitalities from the Mikado and Min- 
ag during the present sojourn. 

The English Princes, Albert Victor and George, 
who received great attentions from the imperial 
family on their visit to Japan last Winter, have 
sent the Mikado a valuable portrait of Queen Vic- 
toria. The native newspapers comment sarcas- 
tically on the British Minister’s unprecedented duty 
in delivering this portrait, his experience not hav- 
ing accustomed him to the discharge of commis- 
sions involving courtesy and compliment. The Mi- 
kado promises to send his portrait in return. 

Acurious alleged discovery is reported tnat a 
great excess of salt in Yokohama Bay causes se- 
rious injury to iron ships. Certain smajler naval 
craft have been removed in consequence. It is 
said that others will be sent up the Sinnida River 
to escape decay. The silk and tea markets are un- 
usually active. Much larger sales than those of 
last year are expected. Owing tothe increase of 
trade between Japan and Russian ports in Asia, a 
Russian Consul now resides at Kobe, where the 
German Consul heretofore managed Russian affairs. 

It has long been believed that Japan and Russia 
will act in concert respecting Corean affairs. The 
intention of Japan, as reported, was to include the 
United States, but that co-operative association 
was not accepted by Commodore Shufeldt. Spec- 
ulation is already rife as to the representation of 
the United States in Corea; if Chinese supremacy 
is admitted by Corea the American Minister at 
Pekin will «xereise general authority, though con- 
sular officers will doubtless be considered expedi- 
ent. Trade is very small, at present almost 
worthless. Moreover, it is certain that as circum- 
stances stand Great Britain will secure ail possible 
advantages before the United States can take a 
step. Such achance as there was for the latter 
country was surrendered when the present alliance 
was formed. Permanent Japanese naval depots 
are to be established at Corean ports for the pro- 
tection of Japanese interests and the security of 
Japanese subjects, often maltreated of late. 

Letters from Hong Kong state that the British 
corvette Comus and the gun-boat Lily visited Pel- 
lew Island last April to collect a fine of £900 im- 
posed upon the natives for robbing the British 
schooner Lilla, which was wrecked there last year. 
The natives professed themselves unable to obtain 
more than £150, which they offered. This was

A MAGNIFICENT PROSPECT FOR WHEAT— 
* CORN IN BAD CONDITION. 

CHICAGO, June 16.—A Tribune special from 
Coldwater, Mich., says the wheat crop in that 
region will be injured by chess on the low lands 
and cockle on the dryer ground. The heads are 
said to be shorter than last year. The eorn pros- 
pect is not at all flattering. On the low lands the 
seed is rotted, and on high ground it is behind in 
growth. Correspondence received by a leading 


commission house from Jacksonville, Ill., says that 
the wheat prospect is magnificent—so good, indeed, 
that it is bringing out old wneat enough to supply 
the country for a year. The farmers are bringing 
out their stores, now that the future seems to be 
assured. Champaign, IIL, reports not more than a 
two-thirds corn crop for that county, and says that 
an agent of a leading agricultural implement firm 
estimates that it will not exceed 50 per cent. South- 
ern Indiana reports a fine prospect for wheat. 

The reports of warm but stormy weather in the 
West caused a firm feeling in corn on ’Change to- 
day, and would have kept it up but forthe offering 
of large quantities of June corn on the market. 
Some holders made free deliveries on this month’s 


contracts, and part of that corn “came home to | 


roost.”” This caused a reaction, and the later stiff- 
ness was due to reports of heavy hail-storms out 
West. The wheat receipts were very small, with 
relatively large shipments, and the weather was 
unsettled enough to cause fears of extensive loss 
in harvesting operations. The storm conditions 
helped to the advance early, but the longs sold so 
freely in proportion to the limited demand as to 
cause thesubsequent weakening. There was very 
little doing on outside account, andthe scalpers 
Pe ne little scope for the exercise of their peculiar 
talents. 


Sr. Pau, Minn., June 16.—The Pioneer- 
Press has crop reports to-night from some 60 
points. in Northern Minnesota and Dakota, 
covering the counties where wheat is prin- 
cipaily grown. They are almost uniformly 
favorable, cnly excepting the points not reached 
by the frequent light showers which have 
prevailed here during the last two or three days. 
Some alarm has been caused by reports that grass- 
hoppers were appearing in Dakota. The dispatches 
report that no damage has been done, and insects 
are no more numerous or harmful than they are 
any season. Following are some ofthe reports from 
leading points: Glyndon, Minn.: “ Crops stand- 
ing from 10 to 12 inches; the estimated 
yield is an average of 20 bushels per acre in this 
region; have been having light rains during night. 
sun shining during days for last week; ground 
moist.’”” Barnesville: ‘* Wheat about six inches 
high, and is looking very fine. Prospects are very 
Ges for a large increase over last year’s crop. 
Weather for a number of days has been warm 
and windy, with a light shower last night.’ 
Spiritwood, Dakota Territory: ‘‘ Crops in this 
region are in splendid condition. Warm 
weather and numerous showers of the past 
week have made a marked improvement. 
The prospect for a heavy yield has never been 
better.”” Moorhead, Minn.: ‘* Heavy thunder- 
storm last night, accompanied by rain, benefiting 
crops greatly; weather is now fine, with indica- 
tions of being warmer; crops good.”” Jamestown, 
Dakota Territory: **Tke rainy weather fortwo 
days has been favorable forthe growing grain; 
most encouraging prospects foralarge harvest; 
farmers report no grasshoppers.’’ Bismarck, Da- 
kota Territory: “ Fine growing weather; could not 
ask for better; crops of all kinds looking execed- 
ingly well; occasional rains within the past week 
assure a large yield.” 


LANSING, Mich., June 16.—Returns to the 
Secretary of State from 979 correspondents, repre- 
senting 714 townships, show that wheat during May 
not only maintained its condition, but ia the latter 
part of the month had greatly increased in vitality. 
Its condition on June 1 in the southern frontier 
counties, which are the most fully reported, was 41 
pe cent. better, and in the entire State 33 per cent. 

etter than on June 1, 1881. Seven per eent. 
of the wheat and corn crops and 6 per 
cent. of the oat crop are still in the 
farmers’ hands. Corn-planting has been unusually 
delayed by wet weather, many fields being un- 
planted on June 1. The acreage of corn and oats 
will somewhat exceed that of last year. The con- 
dition of oats is 93 per cent., barley 94, clover 79, 
and timothy 86 per cent., compared with last year. 
Less than one-fifth of the annual average of clover 
will be cut in Michigan this season, owing to Win- 
ter killing and to drought.

FRAUDS ON A UTAH ROUTE 


MORE OF THE BRADY RING’S DIs. 
HONEST WORK. 

THE DOCUMENTS IN THE THIRD ROUTE OF 
THE INDICTMENT PRESENTED—PECK’S! 
PAY RAISED ON HIS OWN STATEMENT 
AND IN DEFIANCE OF PETITIONS, 

Wasarneton, June 16.—The Government 


began this afternoon the presentation of evi- 
dence in the third of the 19 star routes in- 
cluded in the indictment. This is the routefrom 
Toquerville to Adairville, in Utah. The papers 
introduced show that the route, 132 miles long, 
was let to John M. Peck fora term of four 
years, beginning July 1, 1878, for $1,168 a year. 
He was required to make one trip a week, and 
was allowed 60 hours in which to cover 132 
miles. On Nov. 1, 1878, the number of trips 
was increased to three a week, in response to a 
petition, and the pay was raised to $3,504. On 
Aug. 1, 1879, 13 months after the beginning of 
the contract term, the number of trips was in- 
creased to seven a week, and the running time 
was reduced from 60 to 33 hours. For these 


changes Peck received $17,390, making the 
total annual pay $20,894, of which more than 
half, or $12,718, was paid for expedition. 

The Government showed to-day that the two 
petitions in response to which the order wag 
ostensibly made did not ask the department tu 
decrease the running time to 33 hours, but only 
to 48 hours. Inthe first one the words are 
‘*running time to 48 hours,’’ and in the second 
the petitioners say, ‘‘on a less schedule than 
now carried—that is to say, in about 48 hours.” 
But Peck’s sworn statement, in accordance with 
which the pay for expedition was computed. 
was based upon a schedule of 33 hours, an 
the department followed that instead of the 

etitions. Peck swore that to do the work in 
hours 3 men and 6 horses would be re- 
quired, while a reduction te 33 hours would 
require 5 men and 18 horses. Therefore, the 
pay for daily trips was increased in the ratic 
of 9 to 23. The Government put in letters 
from Postmasters and others, declaring that 
a speed of 60 hours was _§ sufficient. 
About three menths after the expedition 
was ordered, all the Postmasters on the 
line, united with other prominent citizens in 
declaring that the faster schedule was unne- 
cessary and for part of the year impracticable, 
and asking for a restoration of the old running 
time. These remonstrants added that thosa 
persons who had asked for daily service had 
not expected or desired increase of speed. 
Papers were put in showing that when 10 mileg 
of the route were cut off, in 1879, the depart- 
ment allowed one month’s extra pay on 
the basis of $20,894 per annum for 
the whole route, although the order for 
this allowance was made 16 days befora 
the puy became $20,894, and while it was only 
$8,176. The route was let to Peck, but sub- 
contracts to both Vaile and Rerdell were ex- 
hibited. The Rerdell sub-contract, dated be- 
fore the contract term began, assumed that the 
pay would be $3,504 for three trips, although 
the 7 were not ordered until six months 
later. The petitions for expedition did not 
come in until a short time before the order 
was made, but Peck’s sworn statement for 33 
hours had been ready for six months. The 
statements made by Col. Bliss in his opening 
address indicate that the testimony to be given 
by the sub-contractors and others about the 
way in which petitions were procured and the: 
persons whose names are said to have been 
signed to them, will be interesting. 

The Grand Jury have been hearing evidence 
in relation to the routes held by J. B. Price, 
the Parkers, and the Salisburys, and it is ex- 
pected that some presentments will be made 
to-morrow. 
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THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—In the star route 
cases, before the Criminal Court, to-day, the pros- 
ecution called J. M. Border, an employe inthe 
Topographical Bureau. This witnesssaid he had 
prepared the maps of the different ‘routes which 
the Government intends to present in evidence. 
The maps had been copied from the official 
charts. The routes had been designated by In: 
spector Woodward and different sub-contractors, 
consequently he was not prepared to assert that 
the routes had been correctly laid down. On 
cross-examination he said that some of the routes 
were not shown on the diagrams as they were 


laid down upon the official maps. The changes 
had been made at Mr. Woodward’s suggestion. 
The court said he did not see the pertinence of the 
line of this examination. The Government had 
the right to present their side of the case in their 
own way. Mr. Wilson replied that, even admitting 
this right, the defense should have the privilege of 
proving to the jury that these maps were notin 
accordance with the regularly advertised routes. 

John T. Callahan, postal inspection clerk, was 
next calied, and produced the order for recoup- 
ment of the compensation allowed for the service 
ordered on the Agate route, which service the con- 
tractor failed to perform. Some discussion fol- 
lowed as to the admissibility of these orders, the 
defense asserting that as the order was made in 
1882, should cause ‘its rejection. Mr. Merrick re- 
a that it was his purpose to show that Brady 

ad persisted in paying out the money, even when 
informed that the office of Agate did not prac- 
tically exist. The court said that enough evidence 
had already been presented to sustain the charge 
that Brady had not endeavored to recoup this 
money if wrongly allowed during his term of 
office, and, therefore, sustained the objection. Mr. 
Wilson, however. withdrew his objection, asserting 
that the prosecution had made such an unfaiz 
statement of the circumstances that he wanted 
the jury to understand the matter in its true light. 
The witness then, continuing his testimony, said his 
division receivea monthly reports from Postmas: 
ters concerning the performance of service by con- 
tractors. 

Cross-examined—He supposed ths Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General would not learn of a fail 
ure to perform service on a route except through 
the inspection division. The repert of the Agate 
Postmaster (presented yesterday) belonged to the 
files of; the!Sixth Auditor’s office, and witness did 
not know of any connection between that office 
and the office of the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General. Over a year had elapsed from the date 
of Brady’s retirement before anything was officially 
known in his division of the Second Assistant’s 
office of the failure to perform service on the Agate 
route. In December, 1881, upon the suggestion of 
one of Mr. Woodward's clerks, witness had writteu 
to that section, and learned of the contractor's 
dereliction of duty. 

In answer to Foreman Dickson, witness said that 
no oma of failure of service had been re- 
ceived in his division from a Postmaster on the 
Agate route until December, 1881. 

The next witness was H. C. Withers, of Pueblo, 
Col. He testified that he had been a. sub-con 
tractor on the Pueblo-Green Horn route for six 
months in 1879. The mail was carried on a seven- 
hour schedule for a yearly compensation of $1,000; 
bad sometimes failed to get through in seven hours 
and had been fined; used two horses on the route. 

Cross-examined—Kept a livery stable and oc- 
casionally changed the horses used for this service. 

Redirect—Did not think four horses and two men 
(the number named in Peck’s affidavit) would have 
been required to carry the mail on the seven-hour 
schedule. 

William Haggason. another sub-contractor ou 
ween corroborated the testimony of the forme) 
witness. 

Mr. Sleeman, an employe of the Sixth Auditor's 
Office was ed and produced the warrarts for 
payments on the route under discussion. 

After the usual recess, Mr. Sears, the Postmaster 
at Green Horn, was recalled and questioned by 
Mr. Wilson relative to the changes caused by the 
construction of the Denver and Rio Grande Rail- 
road. Hesaid that before that event Green Horn 
had been on the main stage line, and had received 
a daily mail. When the railroad began operations 
Green Horn was left out of the main line of travel 
and the mail was reduced to a weekly service. . 
The reduction led to the circulation of the petitions 
for increased service. Mr. Wilson endeavored to 
read a number of letters which he declared would 
jastify Brady’s action in cuanging the terminus of 
the route from St. Charies to Pueblo, but the court 
decided that this was not the proper time to intro. 
duce them. 

The Government then announced that their evi- 
dence had all been presented on this route, and 
route No. 41,119, from Toquerville to Adairville, in 
Utah, was taken up. Contract Clerk Sweeny wa: 
recalied and identified the various orders and con- 
tracts concerning the route. He said they passed 
into Inspector Woodward’s custody on Sept. 7. 
1881. Witness did not know where:Woodward was 
on that day. Mr. Finley, a clerk for Mr. Wood- 
ward, had given areceipt for the papers. In re- 
sponse to inquiries from Mr. Wilson, the witness 
detailed the course of official business con- 
tract division, and sald that there had been no-im.- 
portant departure from the established routine 
during Brady’s administration. The Second As- 
sistant Postmaster-General so mes gave a ver- 
bal order for increase or expedition, but if a large 
sum of money was involved the order was usuaily 
cite Bliss thee offered th 
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$4,072 for increase, and $12,718 22 for expedition. 
A number of petitions requesting increased service 
on this route were read by Mr. Bliss. The names 
of ex-Delegate Cannon and other prominent citi- 
zens of Utah appear among the indorsements upon 
them. Mr. Bliss, after reading the order 
for discontinuance of service, pointed out that it 
allowed the contractor one month’s extra pay at 
the increased and expedited rate of compensation, 
although it was dated 16 days before the order for 
increase and expedition was to go into effect. 
Letters from Postmasters on the route protested 
against the maintenance of the increased speed; 
asserted that a 33-hour schedule could not be exe- 
cuted throughout the year, and said that the 60- 
hour schedule met ail of the requirements of the 
sountry, A number of other papers were read and 
the hearing was adjourned until Monday, Judge 
Wylie remarking that the court would be em- 
ployed with other business to-morrow. This state- 
ment, taken in connection with the fact that the 
Grand Jury meets at 12 o’clock to-morrow. affords 
round for the bellef that preseitments will be re- 
urned at that hour in what are known as the 
Salisbury star route cases.

DISPROVING BUELL’S CHARGES. 
HIS ASSOCIATE PROVES A POOR WITNESS— 
WHISKY MEN DENYING THE ALLEGA- 


TIONS. 

WASHINGTON, June 16.—Oscar K,. Harris, 
managing editor of the Critic, was the first witness 
examined by the Windom Committee this morn- 
ing. The Chairman read an extract from an 
article which appeared inthe Critic, and asked if 
the witness knew who wrote thearticle. The re- 


ply was: “Iknow who furnished the manu- 
script?’ 

«.—Who furnished the manuscript? A.—I de- 
cline to tell. 

Q.—Do you know what “statesman”’ is referred 
to in the article? A.—I donot, I know nothing 
except from the article itself. 

Mr. Hawley asked if witness knew of any justifi- 
cation in law for his course, Witness replied that 
he did not know that there was. He had never 
taken any legal advice, but was acting entirely 
upon his own notion. Mr. Hawley remarked that 
no lawyer would give such advice, and he was 
sorry that witness should take the ground he 
did; that the newspaper which had been foremost 
in making charges of corruption could not afford 
to stand on that ground; that the committee were, 
of course, relieved of further responsibility; but 
witness and the gentlemen associated with him 
must assume it. Witness replied: ‘* Very well, we 
wiil aceept the responsibility.” 

Mr. Pugh—Is that the rule in your office in regard 
to all articles which appear in the paper? A.—I 
always decline to give the authorship of an article 
except with the permission of the writer. 

Mr. Hawley—That is the ordinary rule in news- 
paper offices as against mere curiosity, but not as 
against courts of justice. 

William N. Hobart, of Cincinnati, Treasurer of the 
Western Export Association, was next examined. 
He corroborated the statements of President Miller 
in regard to the purpose for which the large sum 
of money was raised by their association, and pro- 
duced his books, papers, and vouchers, showing 
the sources from which the money was raised, and 
the manner of its expenditure. The total amount 
raised by assessments upon the members was $713,- 
781 88, and the total disbursements $714,517 66, 
leaving a deficit of $735 78. The object of the as- 
sociation was to induce the distillers to reduce the 
amount of production. To accomplish this they 
paid a bonus to all distillers who manufactured Jess 
than 50 per cent. of the capacity of their dis- 
tilleries, and paid the losses sustained by those 
who disposed of their surplus by exporting it. 
Witness never knew or heard of the use of a dol- 
lar to influence legislation, till he read it ia the 
papers; that is to say, that was ull he knew of it. 
He knew of no member of Congress, or newspaper 
mab, or lobbyist, who was in any way inte*ested in 
whisky in bond, or who had dealt in whisky on 
margins or options, orin any way, in anticipation 
of possible legislation. 

Other witnesses testified to the same effect, and 
the committee adjourned, subject to the call of the 
Chairman.

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ODD THINGS AT A FETE AND RE. 
CENT PRACTICAL JOKES. 
SCENES REPRODUCED FROM THE INQUISITION 
—EXCITEMENT OVER A MANIFESTATION 
OF SPIRITS--MISFORTUNE BROUGHT TO A 

PRINCE’S DOOR—DUMAS’S THRIFT. 

Panis, June 1.—I cannot tell you apropos 
of what M. Camille Farcy, the foreign editor 
of the France, and M. Michel Sextius, the 
noble Reman who 1s at present Mayor of 
Grenelle, got up their brilliant féte, Perhaps 
it may have been to help trade in the Javal 
and Grenelle Quarters, in which case the enter- 
prise was a decided success, Perhaps it was 
only to give the two promoters an opportu- 
nity to air their opinions concerning the su- 
periority of laical over clerical education. At 
all events both gentlemen delivered speeches 
in support of their doctrines, and a collection 
was taken up under the title of the ‘Sou des 
écoles iaiques,” a sort of opposition institution 
to the Denier de St. Pierre of the idolatrous 
and benighted adherents of the Searlet Woman 
of Babylon. But the collection of cents for 
the lay schools was only an insignificant epi- 
sode of those festivities, where there were not 
only feasts of reason, but also floods of soul in 
the shape of a lecture by the honorable C. M,, 
of a torch-light procession, and of a series of 
serenades performed by 1,200 peripatetic mu- 
sical amateurs in honor of the most notable in- 
habitants of the arrondissement, all of which 
I did not assist at, having painfui recollections 
of similar concerts by amateur musicians on 
former occasions, and of the headaches result- 
ing therefrom. Yet I am _ assured it 
was magnificent, or, as my informant 
put it neatly, ‘‘heart-stirring !”’ 1 did 
patronize the Grenelle-Javal féte, though, 
and when I went there last Sunday, 
its grandest day, found that every bit of 
ground from the Ecole Militaire to the Quai de 
Javal, every inch of space along the boulevard, 
was crowded with booths and merry-go- 
rounds, and miniature railways, and the cages 
of wild beast tamers and phenomena. Half of 
the ginger-bread fair seemed to have emigrat 
ed thither; the gaiety and animation of the 
crowd was certainly as great as on the Place 
des Nations, and if the visitors were not so 
refined and distinguished, one ought to make 
allowances—for, you know, Grenelle is not the 
Faubourg of 8t. Antony! Very jolly affairs 
are these forensic fétes, but they bear to each 
other su strong afamily resemblance that the 
description of any one of them will serve for a 
description of all, the only thing in which I 
can discover any originality or novelty being 
the signs which the mountebanks invent to bait 
the public. Some of them are so remarkably 
queer that [ dotted them down, and will retail 
them, as I do not believe that the illustrious 
Mr. Barnum himself ever approached their 
absurdity. Did the man who exhibited Gen, 
Washington’s nurse, or that other man who 
exhibited the woolly horse ever pretend to 
exhibit an /fngastrimythus? Did either 
of them ever know, or did you 
know, dear reader, that there is such 
an article as an Engastrimuthus ? 
An £ngastrimythus is simply a ventriloquist ; 
the old term is of Latin origin, and began to 
be pretty generally understood, wherefore its 
synonym was forged from the Greek. There 
is nothing like science to impose upon the 
masses. A second gem is the advertisement of 
the giantess, which I will translate in its en- 
tirety: ‘‘To be beautiful, to have received 
from the divine Master of the universe, from 
the Sovereign Architect, all the perfections of 
form and grace, to unite to those physical 
treasures the sweet attration of the seductions 
of intelligence, that charm of the eyes which 
interpret the seul, is assuredly enough to ex- 
ercise a certain royalty. But, then, when to 
those qualities is added the superiority of the 
stature, when this beauty assumes the pro- 
portions which the Grecian scuiptor loved to 
bestow on the famous goddesses Minerva, 
Juno, Venus, when this fasicutus of carnal 
riches, perishable, alas! attains the height of 
seven feet, what astonishment mingled with 
admiration must be spontaneously brought 
into being! Such is Flora la Belle Braban- 
conne.”? I did not call upon Flora, having 
been taken in with a similar colossus at the St. 
Germain Féte des Loges last year, but the 
Grenellians did in shoals. 

Further on is a booth, in which for 5 cents 
you can see a collection of the various instru- 
ments of torture employed by the Inquisition. 
Nothing is wanting; thumb-screws, boots, 
pincers, gridirons, racks, everything is there, 
including a victim—in wax—shut up in an 
iron cage bristling with spikes, to which the 
yerson in charge called particular attention. 

1e was clad in a light-colored overcoat and an 
opera-hat, was very eloquent, and gave it to 
Torquemada and the Pope most fiercely. 
**Look for yourselves, ladies and gentle- 
men,” he said; ‘‘notice that when the 
door of this cage, just large enough for one 
person, is open, there is no suffering. But 
if you shut the door, oh! then all those 
sharp points will go to produce inthe body one 
of those disasters which nothing can attenu- 
ate; nothing, not even the most sensitive por 
tion of the human frame is spared.’’ This ex- 
hibition of the Inquisition’s torture chamber 
was extensively patronized, and after a visit 
there few families hesitated to add a few sous 
to the fund, which is destined to protect their 
offspring against the infliction of similar hor- 
rid treatment, which one citizen assures one 
‘tis universally practiced, even at the present 
day, in all educational establishments directed 
by the mfamous disciples of Loyola.” Miss 
Nellie Edith has a small menagerie in which 
‘*her sculptural form tames the Kings of the 
desert, and by her look full of proud audacity, 
et softened with caresses, keeps for hours 
er admirers beneath the charm!’’ I knew 
Nellie Edith when she juggled with 
plates and bottles and balanced small boys 
on the soles of her feet, and so, though she is a 
very agreeable looking young woman, passed 
on ‘‘to Mahomet’s grand-daughter the half- 
alive woman,’? whom I was disappointed to 
find only a poor cripple whose legs had been 
cut off in one of the accidents on the Lyons- 
Mediterranean Railway. Nor did I stop at 
that butcher’s shop where every one buying to 
the value of 1f. was promised a “ surprise,” 
nor yet at the open-air concert given by the 
Harmonia of Javal on the Place du 
Commerce, but proceeded straight to the 
Place St. Charles, where the Municipal 
Council had instituted games for the benefit 
of the young men and maidens of the neigh- 
borhood, and where prizes were distributed to 
the victors. First, there was the scissors 
game, in which any damsel who, peing blind- 
folded, succeeded in cutting a string in two, 
might wina gold ring ora bracelet ora silk 
scarf, It was very lively and edifying, I can 
assure you, and yet not nearly as much s0 as 
the ‘greased pole” performance at Beau- 
renelle, where the crown of glory contended 
or was half a sheep’s carcase hanging 15 fect 
up in the air, and of which one wag re- 
marked, alluding to the broiling sun over- 
head, that it ‘‘ would be cooked before it could 
be put in the oven!’’? and another, that 
“the flies would taste it before the 
climbers did!” I cannot say how 
this contest endea, leaving, as I did, 
before its decision, but I must congratulate 
the worthy Mayor’s forethought in putting 
up the pole and in having it sapontfied instead 
of tallowed. In the environs of Grenelle and 
Javal, to climb that pole is an exercise at once 
conducive to health and cleanliness. The com- 
titors were forced to take off their shoes be- 
ore trying to clamber, and I am obliged to 
record that there were feet—not to speak of 
hands—present which then made their first 
acquaintance with soap, although Javal be the 
locality so famed for that liquid which is the 
joy of the Parisian laundress, On Thursday 
was a bicyle race; on Sunday, a boat tourna- 
ment at the Isle of the Swans; on Monday, a 
swimming race, and in the evening, to wind 
up everything, fire-works and tke Feast of 
Venetian Lanterns. I have not learned the 
amount of coin realized for the laical schools, 
but I will lay odds that when those purveyors 
to popular amusement next present themselves 
before the Grenelle-Javal constituency they 
may be assured of an overwhelming majority. 

Grenelle-Javal is not asuburb whither 1 or 
any other foreigner is wont to stray; its popu- 
lation is, to put it very mildly, uncivil to for- 
eigners, in which category it classes every non- 
inhabitant of the region, and an excursion in 
its purlieus, especially after nightfall, is nearly 
as dangerous as might be one to the oasis of 
Fy . Still, there exists another arrondisse- 
ment bordering, like the Fifteenth, on the no- 
ble faubourg, in comparison with which the 
latter fs alenost as ea and safe as 
Broadway at midday. @ Mouifetard quar- 
ter is the place for adventurous bay to visit, 
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émeute days? where do they keep themseives, 
and how do they live during the intervais of 
quiet? I shall not attempt to describe the in- 
habitants of this zone; any one who has ever 
gone to Five Points can form a prettv accu- 
rate idea of its squalor, and if they add to this 
idea Eugene Sue’s descriptions of the dens in 
which he locates the opening scenes of his 
‘Mysteries of Paris,” they will know all 
about it. But I went there to interview 
an elderly woman, for whom the spirits have 
just manifested themselves in such manner as 
to startle even the denizens of the Place 
Maubert, for whom the only sort of spirit 
which had hitherto possessed any interest is 
alcohol, Three or four days ago somebody 
said that queer occurrences had taken place in 
@ house of the Rue de l’Arbaléte, where a mur- 
der was committed in 1879 in mysterious cir- 
cumstances, ‘he details of the crime were 
most atrocious, but the criminal was never dis- 
covered, unless that individual were identical 
with a type-setter whose body remained un- 
claimed at the Morgue, and was finally buried 
in the fosse commune. The theatre of the as- 
sassination and also of the manifestations 
is a small building, two stories high, of 
which a retired grocer’s widow is the sole 
tenant, who, about midnight on the 18th inst., 
was awakened by 115 raps on her bedstead. 
Although nearly frightened to death Mme, 
L.’s first idea was that, as she owed pre- 
cisely 115f. to the man by whom her husband’s 
coftin had been made, what she heard could be 
nothing more nor less than a supernatural 
warning of her creditor’s demise. But the 
knocks on her bedstead were only the begin- 
ning of the manifestation, for from her dining- 
room down stairs came such aninfernal racket 
that she dressed hurriedly, rushed to the base- 
ment, and there witnessed, she swears, an ex- 
traordinary spectacle. All the furniture was 
in movement, ‘the chairs and table jumped 
about like toads, and a plaster cast stand- 
ing on the dresser rubbed its hands 
together as though in jubilation.’’ Naturally 
she swooned away, and when she came to her 
senses, after daybreak, found everything ina 
normal condition. Rather ashamed to tell of 
her fears, or perhaps not quite sure that she 
had not merely dreamed, the widow said noth- 
ing about it until a second spiritual perform- 
ance on the succeeding night convinced her 
that it was something more than a nightmare, 
that it must be a case of ‘‘spooks,” and so in- 
formed the neighbors, of whom a coupte of the 
most courageous volunteered to sit up with her 
and ascertain the amount of credence to be 
given to her story, The witnesses saw—or 
rather say that they saw—the same sights, 
and, as everything touching upon the marvel- 
ous possesses infinite charms for the vulgar, a 
hundred people called at the house before noon 
to hear all about it. Before night the con- 
course of curious was doubled, and next morn- 
ing a squad of sergents de ville was necessary 
to maintain free circulation in the street of the 
Crossbow, where, except among the liquor 
vendors, an absolute panic reigns. 

As you may suppose, I did not go there with 
any expectation of an interview with the super- 
natural visitants, but I wanted to judge from 
personal observation what effect might have a 
hallucination on the minds of aclass which 
profess to entertain utter disbelief in God er 
devil, which eagerly profit by the indemnity 
allowed by the ‘*‘ Association of Free Thought” 
to all persons consenting to have members 
of the family buried ‘civilly,’ that is 
to say, without the aid of any ec- 
clesiastic of any creed at the denth- 
bed and at the cemetery. A somewhat 
similar atfair made a great commotion in the 
tue Truffault, one of the worst streets of the 
Batignolles district, last year. Then the 
spirit broke a considerable amount of crock- 
ery and ran a general muck through 
several adjoining houses, to the intense 
satisfaction of Baron du Potet’s disciples, who 
thronged there in shoals, and gave lectures at 
a music hall of the Rue Cardinet, citing the 
Truffault performances in support of their 
theories. An investigation by the Police, how- 
ever, resulted in the discovery of an immense 
hoax by some festive young painters of the 
Avenue de Villiers colony, and half a dozen 
practical jokers appreciated the necessity of a 
sadden change of air so as to avoid appearance 
before the Commissary, and it is probable that 
the ‘‘Affaire de la Rue de l’Arbaléte’? may 
turn out to be also only asilly mystification, 
But, in the meantime, it is intensely amusing 
to watch the adepts of Spiritualism as they ex- 
change mysterious signs in the air, and hear 
them gravely discuss whether the spirits are 
*‘ benevolent” spirits, or ‘* malevolent’’ spirits, 
if it be Joe Gibson, the jockey, or John King, 
the bueccaneer, or an Indian warrior, all three 
hypotheses having their supporters, A Spir- 
itualist organ, too, has taken up the matter, 
and, if you have any real curiosity on the 
question, you may readin the Voice of Truth 
conclusive arguments in favor of the 
doctrine of ‘'Secondaries,” also a scath- 
ing rebuke to a_ scoffer, by whom 
was suggested a ‘tertiary’ explanation, 
than which, you must know, “nothing to ac- 
count for Spiritualistic phenomena is more 
absurd,”? Apropos of hoaxes, Paris is suffer- 
ing at thepresent moment from an epidemic 
of that malady. <A _ fortnight back one 
“ vonker’”’ issued cards of invitations for a ball 
when no ball was thought of. The week fol- 
lowing another, or perhaps the same, festive 
person countermanded invitations which had 
been sent out; on Tuesday last it was the turn 
of an exotic Prince, well known in the monde 
ott Von s’amuse for his cleverness in the art of 
** putting a rabbit on you’’—in this case ‘ rab- 
bit” is a synonym of bilking. The Prince 
gave adinner to several charming Ladies of 
the Lake, accompanied by their adorers. The 
banquet was well appointed, for Monseig- 
heur orders handsomely, if he is irregular in 
settlement, but, just as the guests were 
moving into the dining-room, incame a num- 
ber of shop porters, who presented their bills 
tor 10 jars of leeches, 8 clysopompes, 10 sulphur 
baths—the merchandise was simultaneously 
deposited in the vestibule—50 bottles of Hun- 
yadi-Janos, 12 silk caps, and 10 packages of 
tallow candles, For fully an hour the proces- 
sion of purveyors never ceased, and you can 
readily imagine the mortification of the 
amphytrién as everything had been sent 
marked, ‘‘To be paid for on delivery—on tele- 
grams sent in M. de §8.’s name.” ‘We 
won’t go way unless we are paid,’ declared 
the porters, “I will not pay for things which 
I never ordered,’’ was the Prince’s answer. 
This refusal only exasperated the trades-peo- 
ple; blows followed words, and the finale was 
ageneral stampede of the amphytrion and 
his friends down the back staircase, leaving 
the servants to face the storm. Nor did the 
affair end there; next morning brought an 
avalanche of stamped paper inviting M. X. 
to appear before the Justice of the Peace of 
the Parc Morneau Quarter next Friday to ex- 
plain why and wherefore he declined to settle, 
As great publicity has been given to this scan- 
dal, a large attendance is expected, also some 
developments, gossip ascribing the mystifica- 
tion to the vengeance of a distinguished person 
of the value of whose charms the Prince has 
not been becomingly appreciative.

Evidently, 
Alexandre is determined to show that he does 
not merit the reproach of squandering money, 
even in charity, which he thinks ought to begin 
—and end—at bome.

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FATAL RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 
A WHOLE TRAIN DOWN AN EMBANKMENT— 
CARS THROWN OVER A TRESTLE. 

BEDFORD, Ind., June 16.—The regular north- 
bound passenger train, No. 1, on the Louisville, 
New-Albany, and Chicago Railroad, met with a 
serious accident about four miles south of this 
place about noon yesterday. The train was late, 
and was running fast to make up time. Approach- 
ing the White River bridge, the rear coach jumped 
the track and rolled down a steep embankment, 
dragging the other coach, engine-tender, and mail 
and baggage car with it. The engine also jumped 


the track, but lodged about half-way down the 
embankment. Word was sent to this place at 
once, and a special train, carrying physicians and 
nurses, was immediately made up and sent to the 
wreck. Previous to the arrival of the train all the 
passengers had been removed from the broken 
cars, and the wounded were being cared for. There 
were 35 or 40 passengers on the train and all were 
more or less injured. ‘The only person killed was 
John Carmony, the engineer. The following isa 
partial list of the persons injured: Miss Hannah 
Fowler, of New-Albany, Ind.. hands crushed; Dr. 
Leachman, of Louisville, slightly; Mrs. Jane Jones, 
of Paoli, Ind,, not seriously; Mrs, Semira B. Jones, 
of Paoli, slightly; Mr. Snriver, wife, and two chil- 
dren, slightly; Mrs. Woolfson and two children, of 
Louisville, slightly. All the tnjured were brought 
to this place, and with two or three exceptions re- 
sumed their journey. 


WHEELING, West Va., June 16.—A special 
to the /ntelligencer says: *‘ As train No. 2on the 
Clarksburg and Western Railroad leaving Clarks- 
burg this morning for Weston was entering the 
trestle at Waldon’s the passenger car was pulled 
off the track, avd, before the train could be 
stopped, the passenger coach, gondola, and one 
house car were precipitated over the trestle. The 
passenger car inverted itself and struck on 
top. <As near as could be ascertained, about 
20 passengers were aboard, including 6 or 7 la- 
dies. Ward was immediately sent to Clarksburg, 
and all the physicians in town were soon on the 
ground. Mr. Carey, supposed to be from New- 
York, died at 11:30 A. M. He was not conscious 
at any time after the accident. The body 
was taken to the St. Charles dAotel. The 
names of the injured are as foliows: J. W. Smith, 
conductor, severely hurt; Charles O’Hara, of

Dr. C. J. MaecKinley, Freeman's Creek, seriously 
hurt internally; Col. Memmost, Baltimore, in- 
jured in the head, face, and left side; L. 
Cowan, Clarksburg, collar-bone broken and 
otherwise injured; Mr. Gibson, Lewis County, bad- 
ly injured; Mr. Rohnbaugh, Freemansburg, slight 
ly injured. Mr. Goldborough, of Baltimore, was 
seriously Injured internally and died at 1 o'clock 
The accident is supposed tu have been caused by 4 
rail turning over.” 

AuBion, N. Y., June 16.—The New-York ex- 
press trainon the New-York Central and Hudson 
Jtiver Railroad, which passes this station at 5:557A, 
M., was thrown from the trask between Holley 
and Brockport, while running at the rate of 39 
miles an hour. The engine was thrown on its side 
and the engineer, Michael Burns, of Rochester, 
was instantly killed. The fireman was badly, not 
fatally. injured. All of the coaches, with the ex- 
ception of the sleeper, left the track, but no one 
else was killed, although the passengers were badly 
shaken up. The engineer remained at his post to 
the last, and when found his body was terribly 
mangled. The beggage-master was also slightly in- 
jured. Burns, the engineer, leaves a wife and four 
children. If it had not been for the heroism of the 
engineer and the action of the air-brakes a great 
many lives would have been lost.

The fine weather yesterday and an excellent 
programme of fine races, with large fields of start- 
érs, were sufficient to draw a large crowd of peo- 
ple to the race course at Brighton Beach. An at- 
tempt tu swindle the public in one of the races, 
however, marred what would otherwise have been 
a good day’s sport. The unpleasant episode oc- 
curred in the third race, which was the Brighton 
for 8-year olds. There were nine 
starters, and amongthem were Laura Glass, en- 
tered by D. Collaizzi, and Aurelius, entered by 
William Lovell. On the home stretch Laura Glass 
was Winning very easily, when she was deliberately 
pulled to let Aurelius win. As this occurred in 
front the stand, and in full view of the snec- 
tators, there was a loud demonstration of indigna- 
tion, and an excited crowd surrounded the 


judges’ stand, eager to learn what the decision 
would be. The jockeys and owners were sum- 
moneud, and Lovell claimed that as he was the 
owner of both animals he had arightto win with 
whichever horse he chose. This was well enough 
as far as it went, but the fraud was in the fact that 
the horses were entered by different persons, they 
ran in different colors, and were sold separately In 
the pools, while the best horse was not allowed to 
win. The judges were in a dilemma, as they could 
not declare off a stake race, but the fraud was so 
apparent that they refused to place the horses and 
declared all the poolsand bets off, and left the mat- 
ter to be decided by the Executive Committee. 
The decision was received with vociferous cheer- 
ing and clapping of hands, and it was the gener- 
ally expressed opinion that the parties who at- 
ternpted the swindle should be ruled off the track.

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APACHES AND MEXICANS 


HOMEWARD BOUND THROUGH DAN- 
GEROUS NEIGHBORHOOD. 
NOTES OF A TRIP TO THE SILVER. MINES AND 

BACK AGAIN—THE INDIAN QUESTION 
FROM A VERY PRACTICAL POINT OF 
VIEW—THE NATIVE OF NEW-MEXICO 
AND HIS RELATION TO PROGRESS. 
Sonora, April 19.—Having seen all we cared 
to in the way of mines, or rather all the more im- 
portant ones that we could reach within our lim- 
ited time, and not feeling able to waste much of it 
in fancy picnicking with the unpleasant fact present 
in our minds that the hire of the team, feed, &c., 
was rapidly exhausting the amount of money we 
brought with us, which was characteristically in- 
sufficient, we concluded to take the back track. 
Accordingly, having settled with the little pug- 
nosed Sheriff for his horses, which were pret- 
ty well worn out, and had taken their 
revenge by very nearly wearing us out, we 
gathered together our worldly goods and loaded 
the wagon, Turning the boys out early and put- 
ting a little inspiration into Cox, our cook, by judi- 
cious modicums of Mescal, we had things in order 
for the roadin very good season. Ican recom- 
mend Mescal as a most potent agent of inspiration. 
It wiil (say about four or five glasses of it) inspire 
amantodosomething. It isnot always safe to 
say what that something will be. The whole town 
had assembled to see us off. Every dog that I had 
divided my meals with. every muchacho to whom 
we had imparted ‘ Reales” (dimes) was on hand to 
wish us ‘‘ Adios, Sefiores;” and lastly, and leastly 
as to size, our little hand-maiden, Camilita, the little 
Peon girl that had run of errands for us, She 
was a soft-voiced, gazelle-eyed, graceful little thing 


of ten or twelve Summers, and seemed so anxious 
to be useful to the Sefiores, watching every motion 
and anticipating our wants. We made upa littie 
purse of $1 50 for her. It would have done you 
good to have seen her look of astonishment, her 
great eyes opened wider and wider as she looked 
at us and then the money. Suddenlv bounding 
away like a deer to her mother and showing her 
the money, and telling her with breathless rapidity 
about itand asking what she should do with it. 
The poor woman looked at it—it wasa great deal 
of money to them—but she said: “Go back child 
and return it to the Sefiores, it is too much money 
for a little girl to have.’’ She returned, held it out, 
and in her soft voice gave her mother’s message. 
It was a pretty picture, her little reboza had fallen 
from her head, displaying a wealth of coal black 
hair; her large lustrous eyes, with their beseeching, 
timid expression, and her lithe little figure half- 
bending toward us. Of course, she was told to 
keep it. The tears came into her beautiful eyes 
atid she bounded away again to her mother, but 
she was out to see us oft, and no more heartfelt 
wishes were uttered for our safe journey than 
those of little Camilita. 

The two or three days that Cox had been off duty 
while we were away he had devoted to collecting 
biood-curdling statistics of the murderous deeds of 
the Apaches, and he was full of it. He was ner- 
vous on the question, expecting to see one behind 
every rock and bush. The boys took a malicious 
delight in recounting all the Apache stories they 
had ever heard. Cox was duly instructed what to 
do and what not to do in case of attack, and prom- 
ised strict attention to orders. He was quite anx- 
jous to relieve me of my rifle. While driving along 
we suddenly saw three Indians ahead of us. Cox 
forgot all about instructions, and was making des- 
perate efforts to jump out, taking the rifle with 
him, and there was a general cocking of guns and 
preparation, but they proved to be Yaquis, a 
friendly tribe that never war with the whites. 

We made the same distances on our homeward 
journey, stopping at Chinapi Bauacuchi, and 
passed our last night before reaching Tombstone 
with Don Elias again, who received us with true 
Spanisn hospitality, and again presented me with 
ranch and woridly effects. Here we learned of 
the recent Apache outbreak, and that bands of 
them had been seen on the road we were to pass 
over next day, and Cox was again much exercised. 
On resuming our journey next morning our rifles 
were looked to carefully, cartridges distributed, and 
a sharp lookout kept. We saw no Indians, however 
burt on reaching the half-way house found the oc- 
cupants on the alert and barricaded, and learned 
that two men had been killed almost in sight the 
day previous. We subsequently learned also that 
two parties that we had passed—five in one and 
four in the other—were all killed, making with 
others over 150 men that the Indians within a few 
days had slaughtered, and these were all reserva- 
tion Indians from the San Carios Agency that our 
Government had been feeding and had supplied 
with Winchester rifles,while the troops were armed 
with only short-range carbines. The people of 
Arizona certainly have great cause for complaint 
that our Government should feed and protect these 
wretches and supply them with arms and ammuni- 
tion with which to raid on the inhabitants. Under 
the pretense of going out to hunt they are allowed 
to go out in parties, commit depredations, and, 
although the fact is well known, it is suffered to 
pass unnoticed, and they return when hard pressed. 
They know that they can return unmolested, no 
matter what number of murders they may have 
committed, and be protected. Their contempt for 
the Government is unbounded. When troops are 
sent out afterthem their orders are to kill a3 few 
as possible. The hands of the officers are virtually 
tied, as their instructions are not to kill but cap- 
ture. The Indian knows that when he has killed 
as many as he can, and expended his ammunition, 
all he has to do isto hoist a white flag, surrender 
without fear of harm. and be fed and escorted back 
to the reservation with his hands red with the 
blood of murdered women and children. It has 
often occurred that passes from the Indian Agent 
have been found in the pouches of those accident- 
ally killed. Itisa thankless duty for the officers 
sent in pursuit of them. On the one side their 
orders are to be lenient and spare them; and, if 
they do happen to get them corraled where they 
could make short work of them, are restrained 
from wiping them out by orders. And onthe other 
hand they are blamed and criticised by the frontier 
newspapers for not extermimating these bloud- 
hounds 

This is the country for the coming man, the 
young man. It is a wide fieid for profitable invest- 
ment of capital. The great mistake we made, 
though, was in not, when we were about it, pur- 
chasing from Mexico all the country 200 miles 
south of the present boundary line, running a par- 
allel across from Guymas and including that port. 
It would be the greatest real estate speculation 
Uncle Sam ever made to do it now. The enter- 
prises that are being pushed are going to create a 
wonderful change, and new and old Mexico will 
awaken from the lethargy otf the past hundred 
years and become prosperous. There will be such 
a change as these poor discouraged people never 
dreamed of, and by the same token a great open- 
ing for Yankee enterprise. The awakening has 
already commenced, and there is a steady stream 
of miners and the advance wave of an enterpris- 
ing, resolute, hardy population that the country 
needs. Capital will follow. It can’t help it. There 
are too many tempting openings for it to permit of 
its being held back. 

We are at the end of our journey, and as we en- 
ter town our driver tries vainly to inspire our jaded 
team with a little enthusiasm to enable us to come 
up to the door of the hotel creditably. but it is use- 
less; they are too tired to feel any pride in it, and 
su we ought to be, but we are not. We are all 
hearty, and have gained on an average about 10 
pounds each on the trip. 

TrrovucH New-Mexico, April 25.—Looking 
out of the car window to-day I saw a large, hand- 
some, nodern style of house. <A subtantial. roomy 
house, and bearing the unmistakable evidence in 
architecture and style of being thoroughly Ameri- 
can. It looked odd and out of place away down 
here, standing out in bold relief all alone by itself 
with no other house within miles anc miles of it, 
and, although owned by a-Mexican cattle prince, 
had nothing Spanish about it or surround- 
ing it. It was simply a handsome country 
house such as one sees ina thrifty Western New- 
York town belonging to the most prosperous 
man in the place. Every part and piece of this 
house, every particle of material in it, was hauled 
from the Missouri River a few years ago, a dis- 
tance of over 2,000 miles, requiring probably six 
months’ time and atnoend of expense. The owner 
little dreamed then that had he waited until the 
year 1882 he could have landed ail that expensive 
material by railroad car in as many days as it re- 
quired months to haul it then, and within 40 rods 
of its site, for the track passes within that distance 
of it. And as little did the people dream of such 
an enterprise who built the old adobe walls consti- 
tuting the one-story wretched dwellings of the 
squalid little settlements and towns all along the 
line of the road through New-Mexico. But then the 
people who built them did not do much 
thinking ahead anyhow, and as most of them 
shufiied off their coils a hundred — ago through 
natural causes, with occasional assistance from 
Apaches, they probably would not have taken 
much interest ina matter so farin the undefined 
future. Those that are alive have a good chance 
to draw comparisons now, however, and must get 
an idea that this great Yankee Nation is composed 
of reckless, energetic. pushing material. One 
would suppose it would arouse a little enthusiasm 
in them. Not a bit of it. They goalong inthe 
sane old way, doing things precisely as their 
fathers and grandfathers did. They still plow their 
ground with a sharpened crooked stick, although 
they see the new-comets doing it with the steel 
plow so much more rapidly and effectively. They 
see new towhs springing up alongside of them, 
with modern buildings built of brick, hand- 
some blocks of stores with iron_ shutters, 
cozy Gwelling-houses with green blinds, bloom- 
ing little gardens inclosed with picket fences, 
stores with immense stocks of goods of every de- 
scription, prominent among them the provision and 
‘*cloding,” and the Sefiorita can buy her flashy 
ealico dress for 10 cents a yard that the traders in 
old times sold at a doilar. Cotton goods fora few 
cents that her mother paid 75 for. The vaquero 
who, after a year or two of saving and carting his 
hides to Santa Fé, accumulated the capital to buy 
himself a saddle, paying an oguivalont to $40 
or $50, can now get one for $10 within 
a few hundred yards of his adobe hut. 
Heretofore he had herded cattler for a year fora 
mere pittance, and never saw a dolar in hard cash 
from one year’s end to the other. He was always 
in debt, always poor. Now he can earfn hard silver 
dollars. He worked for $60 a year. Now he gets 
a dollara day, and yet he extresses no surprise. 
He accepts the change with the most unconcerned 
nonchalance. He works patiently, and one would 
atepets. from the absence of any demonstrative 
evidence, that he had been go! on that way all 
his life. If he thinks of it at it is to calculate 
what a splendid guitar he buy, what a stunning 
silver em red sombrero he will have, what a 
prancing mustang and gay le he will acqu' 
and ‘but py no means whata

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NAPOLEON ON HIS NAME.

From the Paris Parisian. 

Lieut.-Col. Jung, author of the importan? 
history of ‘‘Bonaparte et son Temps,” has jus{ 
published the first two volumes of an equally im- 
portant and interesting work, entitled ‘‘ Lucien 
Bonaparte et ses Mémoires,” (Paris: 2 vols. 8vo., 
Charpentier.) From Col. Jung’s preface, we learg 
that on Oct. 22, 1855, at Sinigaglia, Mr. Bataglioni, 
testamentary executor of the Princess Alexandring 
Bonaparte, placed in the hands of the delegate of 
the French Ambassador at Rome five bundles of 
documents from the papers of Lucien Bonaparte. 
These documents were placed inthe archives of 
the French Ministry of Foreign Affairs, where 
they now are. They consist of some 3,000 
manuscript pages, out of which about 200 
were printed either by Luien Bonaparte or 
by his widow. The rest, entirely unpublished, 
form the material of Col. Jung’s volume, 
The first rolume comprises the period between 
the birth of Lucien and his nomination as Ambas- 
sador to Spain, 1775 to 1800; the second comprises 
the period between his departure for Spain and his 
final rupture with Napoleon, 1800 to 1804; the third 
will embrace the last period of Lucien’s life, from 


1804 to 1840. The interest and historical value of 
these volumes eannot be exaggerated. Concerning 
the Consulate, the empire, the hundred days, and 
the restoration, the notes and !etiers left by Lucien 
are full of new views aud new informations. A spe- 
cial feature of these memoirs are minutes of the 
conversation of Joseph and Lucien with Napoleon, 
conversations on all kinds of subjects, and which 
show the great tyrant in ali kinds of lights. Lucien, 
it must be stated, hated Napoleon more or lesg 
from a boy, and as the mass of these memoirs wag 
written after his final ruptere with him, Lucien al- 
lows to escape no opportunity of depreciating the 
great man ina witty and ironical manner. It ap- 
pears that the Emperor was very much preoccupied 
about his name.

Let mamma call me 
Bonaparte, as the others do; not Buonaparte, 
abovs all things; that would be worse than Na- 
polion. No; let her say the First Consul or the 
Consul simply. Yes, I prefer that; but Napolion, 
always Napolion, it puts me out of patience. 

Lucien—still Napolion—in French Napoléon—is 
a very fine name, in my opinion at least. There is 
something grand about it. 

The Consul—Do you think so? 

Lucien—Something imposing. 

The Consul—Really? 

Lucien—Maiestic, even. 

Joseph—Yes, 

The Consul (to Joseph)—You think so too? It 
may be so. Afterallitis my name. I agree that 
it has more solemnity than Bonaparte, whieh, 
nevertheless * * * ButIam not the only one 
who has the name of Bonaparte, and, in that re- 
spect. Napolion has the advantage of novelty. 

Lucien—Yes, for as far as I know, at least, no 
illustrious personage has hitherto borne that name, 

Joseph—Apropos of names, it is said that one of 
Robespiérre’s weaknesses was to take a ridiculous 
pride in his name of Maximilian. 

The Consul—It is certain that a name isnot a 
matter of indifference. 

Lucien—I am of that opinion; so allow me to tell 
you I am in favor of the name of Napoléon. Anew 
great mar; anew great name. 

The Consul (smiling graciously)—Flatterer! * * * 

Lucien—Flattery is neither my forte nor my weak- 
ness. WhatIam saying is the truth; and as for 
the name of Napoléon, in itself great and imposing, 
as I was saying just now, I think that it produces 
that effect upon me because it reminds mea little 
of the names of the dynasties of the late empire, 
the Palzologi, the Nepomucenel, and others. 

The Consul—Yes, the name is a fine one, and 
perhaps borne alone by mein France. in Italy it 
is not so rare, There is even a certain tyrant of 
Milan, a Visconti, I think, or else 4 Stozzi. who was 
called Napoleon, or Napi, or rather Napia, in the 
diminutive after the Italian styie. However that 
may be, my namesake came toa bad end, as all 
true tyrants ought to do. Defeated and taken 
oe he was shut up in aniron cage, where he 

ied. 

The end of the conversation is that the First 
Consul admits that Napoleon is a very fine name, 
only that his mother must try and pronounce it in 
the French style. The trouble is that his mother 
cannot talk either French or Italian, and nothing 
is more disagreeable than her wretched Corsican 
patois. Thereupon Joseph and Luelen fire up to 
defend their mother ani t) defend their father- 
land, and the discussion waxes hot and finishes up 
with a quarrel, related by Lucien ina most amus- 
ing style.

COUNTERFEIT GCREENBACKS 1N BOSTON. 

Boston, June 16,—The Journal will say in 
the morning: “ Within a week hundreds of good 
imitations of ten-dollar greenbacks of the issue of 
1875 have been put in circulation in Bos» 
ton by 2a gang of expert counterfeit- 
ers. The work is being done systematically and 
on a latge scale, and the officers thus far have 
been unsuccessful in their efforts to trace the 


criminals. No such deluge of bad money has 
been spread over New-England since the five-dol- 
lar counterfeits on the Tamaqua National Bank of 
Pennsylvania were distributed here five years ago. 
The number of bad bills in circulation in this com- 
munity greatly exceeds that at any time since 
the war, and the matter has  occa- 
sioned much alarm among the Treasury 
officers. The bad Dill is well calculated 
to deceive. Among the points of difference 
between good and bad is a slight irregularity 
in the shape of the letters in the line on 
the top of the face of the counterfeit, ** This 
note is a legal tender for ten dollars.” 
On the counterfeit there is no space  be- 
tween the words ‘for’ and ‘“‘ten.” In 
the word “printing,” just below the words 
“for ten,’ the last four letters, ‘“‘ting,”’ are 
in italics. In the counterfeit the numbers 
are rather irregular, and the lathe-work, particu- 
jJarly in the upper right-hand corner, is blurred. 
On the back of the counterfeit the word “ This,” 
in the inscription beginning “This note is lega) 
tender,” &c., is printed * Tms.”

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ENGLAND AND THE HAST 


KNOWLEDGE HER MINISTERS HAVE 
AND WHAT THEY GIVE OUT. 
THEIR FRIENDS CREDITING THEM WITH 
MORE THAN THE PUBLIC—POINTS THAT 
WILL COME UP IN THE CONFERENCE— 
GERMAN POLICY AND THE DESIRE OF 

FRENCHMEN FOR HALIM PASHA. 

Lonpon, June 3.—The idea which for 
some time obtained in London that the French 
were anxious, either by themselves or in con- 
junction with England, to occupy Egypt has 
been completely dissipated by recent declara- 
tions of M. de Freycinct. In these days of 
Ministerial vacillation it is a good thing to 
have definite declarations of any kind. The 
French Government has spoken with no uncer- 
tain sound. It emphatically disapproves of in- 
tervention except by the powers; it isas much 
ppposed to the landing of Turkish troops as it 
ls to military intervention of its own. In this 
respect Paris is not in accord with London, 
Weare told all the time by our own Govern- 
ment that France and England are entirely 
united in their Egyptian policy. The official 
records of the day do not uphold the statement, 
England is clearly in favor of Turkish in- 
bervention, but at the same time is in 
harmony with French opinion as to the 
desirability of submitting the question to the 
European concert. Far-seeing diplomats in 
London political circles are not inclined to 
tredit France with that sympathetic regard 
for English interests which is officially pro- 
Claimed on both sides of the Channel. They 
profess to see in the French anxiety for gen- 
eral European intervention a desire to level 
downward the preponderating influence of 
England on the Nile. It is known that during 
the Russo-Turkish war Bismarck was strongly 
in favor of an English annexation of Egypt. 
It is possible that if Lord Beaconsfield had 
been supperted by a thoroughly devoted and 
united Cabinet, he would have taken such ac- 
tion at the time as would have permanently 
secured for Great Britain that influence in 
Egvpt which Anglo-Indians regard as para- 
mount to the safety and prestige of British 
ower in the East. Those who appear to know 
-rince Bismarck best describe him as looking 
for the eventual isolation of France in Europe 
through the break-up of the Anglo-French 
alliance in Egypt. From his point of 
view the wisdom of Engiand intimately 
associating herself with French aggression 
apon the followers of Moslem is very ques- 
tionable. He no doubt estimates at its true 
value the importance of Great Britain stand- 
ing high in the good opinion of * the faithful,” 
not only in Turkey, but in the vast British 
possessions of the East. The disingenuous and 
high-handed policy of France in Tunis has 
made the republic eminently unpopular 
throughout the Eastern world. It will be, 
from a Moslem stand-point, a redeeming 
feature in the conduct of England that Lon- 
don disagrees with Paris in regard to the 
suzerain rights of the Sultan on the Nile, 
while the European press sees something of 
the cld British spirit in the evident determina- 
tion of the English Ministers to keep faith 
with Prince Tewfik. The Egyptian crisis is 
the topic of the moment not only in London, 
but throughout Europe. Since Parliament re- 
assembled, Lord Granville, in the Lords, and 
Mr. Gladstone and Sir Charles Dilke, in the 
Commons, have been largely occupied in 
answering questions as to the state of affairs. 
Some of these points have already been cabled 
to ycu; there are others which demand special 
attention in this letter. 

It has been said, over and over again, by 
the Jingo journals that the Government has 
not been sufficiently active in guarding Euro- 
pean life and property. This, so far as one 
reads it by the light of events, imphes that we 
should have long since landed troops at Alex- 
andria. It can be said, however, that Arabi 
Pasha, who has for some weeks been undoubt- 
edly de facto ruler of the country, was spe- 
cially warned that he would be held responsi- 
ble for the maintenance of order. This recog- 
pition of a rebel dictator is something novel in 
diplomacy, no doubt; but the Government evi- 
dently knew their man and had properly gauged 
the situation. They anchored British war ves- 
sels in Alexandria, manned with marines and 
blue-jackets, who, at the slightest signal of an 
outbreak, could be landed to act against Arabi 
and his followers. The daring plotter knew 
well enough that it would not answer his pur- 
pose thus to force the united hand of England 
and France. It speaks volumes, however, for 
the control which he exercises over the army 
that he has been enabled to keep them in check 
and to use them ratber asa moralthan asa 
physicalforce. Lord Granville, in the House 
of Lords on Thursday night, expressed the 
Government opinion that the alarm as to the 
personal danger of Europeans in Egypt is ex- 
aggerated. As tothe question whether there 
was any risk of maintaining our telegraphic 
communications with Egypt, Lord Granville 
said there was no reason for the slightest fear, 
The other important questions as to the 
safety of the Suez Canal had _ not 
been lost sight of for an hour. 
The Government have, with the censent 
vf France, advised the Sultan to support the 
Khédive, to reject the accusations made against 
him by his Ministers, and to summon to Con- 
stantinople the three officers at the head of the 
military movement. They have also suggest- 
ad to the Sultan that it will be well for his flag 
to be represented at Alexandria, wherefore 
they have invited him to send an officer and 
man-of-war. The proposal of France for a 
conference to be held at Constantinople, the 
basis of which is to be the maintenance of the 
normal status quo and the conclusion of the 

resent crisis, has been agreed to. In the 

ouse of Commons last night, Sir Charles 
Dilke said the Government had every reason 
to suppose that the proposal would be accept- 
ed. The Ambassadors of the various for- 
eign Courts in London have expressed 
themselves in the friendliest terms upon the 
subject. In the House of Lords, Lord Salis- 
bury, the leader of the Conservative Opposi- 
tion, probed the weak joints in the Ministerial 
armor to theentire satisfaction of his party, 
and it must be confessed that the Cabinet had 
laid itself open to his attack. He argued that, 
whatever the European conference may de- 
cide, her Majesty’s Government are bound in 
honor as deeply as they can be to two 
things: first, they have demanded that Arabi 
Pasha and his colleagues shall be removed from 
Egypt, or at least sent into the interior, and 
second, they are pledged to maintain the safe- 
ty of the Khédive, who has implicitly fol- 
lowed their counsels. In regard to their first 
demand, they have stated their intention of 
exacting, in case of necessity, its complete 
fulfillment. According to Lerd Salisbury, no 
decision which the European conference may 
arrive at will relieve the Government from 
acting up to these demands and pledges; no 
invocation of the European concert can in the 
faintest degree diminish the burden or strin- 

ency of those obligations, A question which 
Bis lordship dwelt upon as peculiarly impor- 
tant was revived again in the Commons last 
night, namely, in regard to the fact that Arabi 
Pasha’s soldiers are erecting formidable earth- 
works all round the harbor. Lord Salisbury 
wanted to know whether the Government are 
deliberately allowing these forts to be built 
and refusing to allow the fleets to take such 
precautions as will at once and without any 
prejudice to international law put a stop tothe 
work, Lord Granville, in reply, said her 
Majesty’s Government would not shrink from 
their responsibility in the slightest degree, but 
with their knowledge of all the circumstances 
they must be left to judge as to the best and 
most effective means of fulfilling their pledges. 
In the House of Commons, Sir Charles Dilke, 
answering Mr. Bourke, said no communication 
concerning these earthworks had been made 
to the Egyptian Government. As Parliament 
foes not meet again until Monday, Sir 
Charles Dilke presented Mr. Bourke with the 
following supplementary remark : ‘‘It may be 
desirable that I should state in advance that 
next week I shall refuse to reply to questions 
in regard to these earthworks. It is obvious 
that there may be matters pressing in regard 
to them which it is not desirable to state. 
can only say that the matter has not escaped 
the attention of her Majesty’s Government.”’ 
On the previous evening, upon this same ques- 
tion, Sir Charles Dilke said Sir Beauchamp 
Seymour, the Admiral of the fleet, had no fear 
for the safety of the vessels under his com- 
mand; the Government had the greatest con- 
fidence in Sir Beauchamp. The Foreign 
Under Secretary is cultivating a somewhat 
supercilious method for the treatment of inter- 
rogators. If he only had the wit of that master 
of fence, Lord Beaconsfield, his replies might 
be a relief to the present dullness of the Com- 
mons; unfortunately, however, Sir Charles 
Dilke’s sarcasm lacks polish. d 

The latest news from both Cairo and Alex- 
andria indicate a general fear on the part of 
Europeans that the delay of a conference at 
Constantinople will seriously compromise their 
safety. The situation, it must be confessed, is 
not without serious vossibilities. A fanatic 


running a-muck in a busy street; the revolt of 
half a dozen officers against Arabi’s control; 
an émeute of the most trivial character; a hos- 
tile obstruction of the flight of Europeans who 
are crowding the steamers; any trifle of this 
kind is big enough to ignite a train of contin- 
gencies of the most serious character. On 
Thursday in Cairo the greatest excitement 
prevailed in al! parts of the city. The 
wildest rumors were circulated. It was 
said that the deposition of the Khédive 
had ‘been confirmed by tbe Sultan. 
Numbers of the troops met in their virious 
b&irracks, and demanded that Halim Pasha 
should be préclaimed in the place of Prince 
Tewfik. Arabi Pasha had to be unusually 
active in the work of calming the troops; he 
forbade them interfering with the Khédive, 
and declined to do so himself; he spoke of 
Prince ‘Tewfik as a hostage in their hands. It 
is not unlikely that there is some undercurrent 
of treachery in regard to Halim Pasha. Prince 
Tewfik is not.a favorite of the Sultan, and it is 
shrewdly believed that the French favor the 
pretensions of Halim Pasha, which are zeal- 
ously supported by some of the French of- 
ficials. Under all these trying circumstances 
the Khédive maintains a cool front, During 
the day he received the Consuls-General of 
Engiand and France and afterward the Con- 
suls-General of Germany, Russia, Italy, and 
Austria. Itisa curious tact that, in spite of 
the ultimatum of England, which claims the 
dismissal of Arabi Pasha, not only has Prince 
Tewfik felt compelled for the people’s safety 


| to restore him to office but that Arabi’s mili- 


tary followers have now promuigated an ulti- 
matum of theirown. They demand the with- 
drawal of the fleets of the allied powers, the 
suspension of all communication and inter- 
course between the Khédive and the agents of 
England and France, the peremptory rejec- 
tion of the Anglo-French ultimatum, and the 
promulgation of an organic law regulating 
the rights of the Khédive, his Ministers 
of State, and the Cuamber respectively. 


| On all sides there is a sort of benevolent recog- 
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nition of Arabi’s revolt. In this respect the 
situation is very puzzling. It is difficult to 
understand how, under these circumstances, it 
will be possible to inflict anything like punish- 
ment upon this military adventurer. He has 
held his own with remarkable skill, and, while 
he is chiefly responsible for the present trouble, 
be will surely be entitied to some considera- 
tion if the crisis passes over without the shed- 
ding of blood. There is a report in Berlin, 
which is indorsed by a private correspondent, 
that Austria and Germany are likely to de- 
velop an unexpected policy at the Constanti- 
nople conference. If this be so, Italy is in the se- 
cret and willsupport the Austro-Geriwan view. 
At various times during the past two years [ 
have dwelt upon the growing influence of 
Germany at Constantinople. It mav be that 
we are destined now very shortly to see the 
full effect of Prince Bismarck’s policy in this 
direction. Itis hardly iikely to turn out in- 
imical to England. If there is an opportunity 
for acheck on Russia, itis quite certain that 
the Chancellor will not neglect it. So far as 
her Majestv’s Ministers are concerned, they 
appear to have the tullest confidence in the 
friendship of Germany and Austria, and 
the same time they are bent 
maintaining in its’ entirety the 
alliance. Mr. Gladstone has more 
than once in his history overlooked the 
fate of the man in the fable who tried to 
please everybody. If France is as determined 
as M, de Freycinet says she is toresist a Turk- 
ish intervention in Egypt, it is quite certain 
that the entente cordiale must be broker; that 
is, of course, always supposing Mr. Gladstone 
to be as much iu earnest in his declarations as 
is M. de Freycinet in his. The points to be 
submitted to the conference have hardly yet 
been drawn, though it is generally understood 
they will comprehend the following questions: 
Shall Turkey be requested to intervene in 
Egvpt? What 1s to be deemed the s/atus quo 
which the Porte is to maintain or restore? What 
are to be the limits of Turkish intervention ? 
and to what extent is Turkey to be allowed 
to employ troopsin Egypt? Butitis hard to 
what questions may or may not arise 
round the Ambassadorial table in the Sultan’s 
city. Itis not quiteclear that Mr. Gladstone 
has settled upon a definite policy, and it 1s 
quite certain that there is much division of 
opinion in the councils of France. It may be 
that Germany, Austria, and ltaly have a more 
special aim than merely restoring the status 
quo. The only person who has so far stood 
firm, and who seems toknow what be wants, is 
the rebel Arabi Pasha. England would have 
no right to be surprised at the discovery that 
he is backed in his revolt by Turkey or Franco 
or by both. 

One of the great difficulties against which 
any Government with Mr. Gladstone at its 
head, and such men as Mr. Bright, Mr. Cham- 
berlain, and Sir Charies Dilke in the Ministry, 
has to contend, is the general wantof faith 
with which the powers accredit their firmness 
in anything like a warlike crisis, The Liber- 
ais have so log and so often declared force to 
be no remedy, and have denounced so emphati- 
cally every policy savoring of belligerence, 
that foreign Governments have come to be- 
lieve the Liberals will accept humiliation and 
dishonor rather than fight. It is no good 
pointing to history for proof that nearly all 
the great Eaglish wars have been declared by 
Liberal Governments. Nobody will believe in 
Mr. Gladstone drawing the sword under any 
circumstances. It was Russia’s overweaning 
faith in the peace-at-any-price policy 
Liberalism that led to the Crimean war. It is 
to be hoped that the conference at Censtanti- 
nople will not lead to another exposition of 
this policy. It is to be noted as significant in 
the present crisis that Mr. Gladstone appears 
to have neither the sympathv nor the support 
of the London 7imes. Whatever may be said as 
to the circulation of this great journal, it un- 
doubtedly exercises an overwhelming influ- 
ence upon foreign affairs, and it has not yet 
lost the art of interpreting public opinion. It 
is, therefore, not without significance that the 
Zimes, discussing some of the Parliamentary 
communications quoted above, regards the 
practical uncertainty of the preservation 
of order in Egypt, the reduction of 
the mutinous soldiery to obedience, 
and the safetv of the Khédive as not lessened 
by the remarks of the Government in the 
House of Commons. The leading journal, in 
its editorial yesterday. points out that Mr, 
Gladstone neither stated the measures which 
he has decided to adopt to meet the crisis nor 
do his remarks leave the impression that such 
measures have been formally determined upon. 
‘‘ {tis difficult to see,” says the 7Zimes, ‘* that 
the resolutions of the Ambassadors assembled 
in formal conclave will have much more effect 
on the Porte than the identical recommenda- 
tions of the same Ambassadors delivered sep- 
arately as they have been delivered this 
week. It is against all precedent to sup- 
pose that Turkey will be any the more in- 
clined to hurry her own decision in obedi- 
ence to the wishes of a conference. On 
the contrary, the. Porte will, in all likelihood, 
so much enjoy the consciousness of holding the 
key of the position that it will prolong this 
novel situation as far as possible, and mean- 
while Arabi will have an excellent chance, if 
he can succeed in carrying out the clever poli- 
cy of moderation which he has for the present 
adopted, of appearing before the world as the 
strong man who has only to be left alone to 
keep order in Egypt.” It must no doubt strike 
lookers-on as something unique in the foreign 
policy of England that in presence of a for- 
midable revolt against the ruling power which 
she has set upin Egypt she should be content 
tc wait for a conference at Constantinople be- 
fore taking the enemy of her chief 
by the throat; that she should allow 
the revolutionary movement to grow, 
day by day strengthening the hands 
of the rebels she has denounced and whose ex- 
patriation she has demanded; that anchoring 
her fleet off Alexandria for the protection of 
European life and property, sbe should permit 
an army of 6,000 rebels to build up formidable 
earthworks to oppose the operations of her 
ships. but there is a point where treason Is 10 
longer treason; that point is success. It re- 
mains to beseen who is really master of the 
situation, and in presence of the remarkable 
facts just set forth the only explanation of 
England’s attitude is to be found in the declara- 
tion of her Majesty’s Ministers and their inti- 
mate friends that they are acting upon a wider 
and deeper knowledge of the situation than is 
to be found in the records of newspaper corre- 
spondents, the dispatches of telegraphic agen- 
cies, and the editorials of the great newspapers 
of the day. 
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WANTS PROOF OF HER WIDOWHOOD. 
Dr. Nagle, Registrar of Vital Statistics, yes- 
terday received aletter from Mrs. George Mod- 
drelil, of North Shields, England, asking for the 
transmission of the certificate of the death of her 


husband. She states that he was the chief 
officer of the English ship Prince Umberto, 
hailing from North Shields. She was _in- 
formed by Messrs. Moran & Galloway, the 
owners of the vessel. that her husband fell over- 
board while the Umberto was lying at one of the 
wharves in this City and was drowned. This is 
said to have occurred on Oct. 2, 1881. She is en- 
titled to £300 from the Scottish widow’s fund upon 
presenting the proof of her husband’s death, and 
she therefore applies to Dr. Nagle for_a death 
certificate.

THE CARE OF IMMIGRANTS 


COMPANIES THAT WILL NOT PAY 
BARRED OUT. 

ACTION OF THE COMMISSIONERS YESTERDAY 
-~FIFTY CENTS DEMANDED FOR EACH 
IMMIGRANT—THE FRENCH LINE AGREES 
TO PAY IT—WHAT THE AGENTS OF OTHER 
LINES SAY. 

A special meeting of the Board of Emigra- 
tion Commissioners was held yesterday to take 
action with reference to the recent refusal of the 
representatives of 15 transatlantic steam-ship lines 
to pay 50 cents head tax onimmigrants. President 
Edmund Stephenson was in the ehair, ard the fol- 
lowing namea Commissioners were present: Hau- 
selt, Starr, Lynch, Taintor, and Forrest. The spe- 
cial committee’ appointed by the board to confer 
with the steam-ship companies presen.ed a report 
throughits Chairman, Commissioner Taintor. It 
Was reported that at the conference between tha 
committee and the steam-ship representatives “a 
full and free discussion” of the subject of an immi- 
grant headtax was had. The report continued: 
“To meet the objection of the steam-ship com- 
panies of a double tax of 50 cents in case the Con- 


gress of the United States should impose a tax of 
50 cents also, your committee suggested that the 
voluntary payment of 50 cents per immigrant 
landed was all that the Commissioners desired, so 
that in case a tax was imposed by the national le- 
gislaiure the steam-ship companies could terminate 
the payment of the tax to the New-York State 
Commissioners: The representatives of the steam- 
ship companies requested further time for confer- 
ence and final answer, and the committee ad- 
journed until June 14, on which day the steam-ship 
compa ies declined to pay the 50 cents per immi- 
grant."” The committee regarded it as extraor- 
dinary that six of the steam-ship companies (the 
Inman, White Star, Cunard, Bremen, Guion, and 
National) should now decline to pav the fifty-cent 
tax, When they had agreed, in writing, to pay it, 
providing the Commissioners vrocured authority 
from the Legislature to exclude all lines that did 
not pay the saidsum. The committee recommended 
the adoption of three resolutions, as follows: 

“That such carriers of immigrants to this port as 
refuse to pay 40cents per immigrant landed be ex- 
c.uded from this date from landing immigrants at 
Castle Garden, and from the benefits of the institu- 
tions under the control of the board. 

“That the Castle Garden Committee is hereby em- 
powered to discharge ®11 emploves in Castle varden 
not needed to properly protect the property and busi- 
ness of Castle Garden Department. 

* That all immigrants landed at the portof New- 
York within five years who apply to the Commission- 
ers of Emigration for aid be referred to the steam- 
ship line that brought them to this country for care 
anu assistance,” 

Remarks were made by nearly all of the Com- 
missiovers approving the recommendations of the 
committee. Commissioner Starr spoke at some 
length in explanation of the reasons that had 
prompted the committee to report in favor of clos- 
ing the Garden. He also criticised the attitude 
taken by the steam-ship companies. President 
Stephenson also favored the action recommended 
by the committee, and alluded to the necessity of 
obtaining a revenue to pay the running expenses 
of the emigration institutions, He stated that 
he had seen the Governor in relation to the 
bill appropriatieg $200,000 for the use of the 
Emigration Commissioners, and that he had 
obtained no encouragement as to the bill receiving 
the Executive signature. Gov. Cornell intimated 
that he could see no reason why the tax-payers of 
the State should pay for taking care «of the immi- 
grants when the State received no particular bene- 
fit from their coming and the steam-ship com- 
panies W re making money by bringing them. 
After an hour’s discussion the report of the special 
committee was unanimously adopted, and the res- 
olutions excluding the immigrants of steam-ship 
companies that refuse to pay the 50cents per head 
will become operative to-day. The Commissioners 
resolved themselves into a Committee of the Whole 
to try and secure advantageous Congressional 
legislation. 

The Castie Garden Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the matter of discharging employes, wil! 
take no steps in the matter before Monday. Com- 
missioner Taintor said he had no idea what would 
be done. The committee might not find it neces- 
sary to discharge any of the employes, and, on the 
other hand, it might become necessary to discharge 
three-fourths of them. President Stephenson said 
the Board of Commissioners would continue to 
perform all of its legal functions with reference to 
overseeing the landing of all immigrants, ‘* Wheth- 
er a vessel lands its steerage passengers at Castle 
Garden or not,”’ he said, ‘we shall have our in- 
spectors on every vessel and see that they land no 
pauper immigrants. Of eourse,jthe mere closing of 
Castle Garden does not abrogate the law under 
which this board acts.”’ 

Mr. Louis de Bebian, Agent of the Compagnie 
Générale Transatlantique, called at the emi- 
gration office while the Commissioners were in ses- 
sion and signified his readiness to pay the required 
50 cents per head forthe immigrants brought to 
this port by the French line. The steamer Caldera, 
belonging to this line, arrived yesterday from 
Marseilles with about 500 immigrants on board 
The Saint Germain is due next Wednesday. The 
action of the Board of Commissioners occasioned 
quite a stir among the agents of the several steam- 
ship lines, and there was some talk of holding a 
conference during the afternoon. At 5 o'clock, 
bowever, Mr. Thomas 8. Sandford, the Secret :ry 
of the North Atlantic Steam ‘Traffic Confer- 
ence, stated that no meeting had been calied 
for either last evening or to-day. He 
said he did not know what tie different companies 
proposed to doin the matter of landing their im- 
migrants. Times reporters visited the offices of 
nearly all of the transatlantic steam-ship compa- 
nies, and found the agents undecided as to what 
steps they would take. In a few instances a dis 
position was manifested to contest the right of the 
Commissioners to close Castle Garden. Under the 
existing law the steam-ship companies are re- 
quired to land their immigrant passengers only at 
such place or places as may bé designated by the 
Board of Emigration Commissioners, This law, it 
is claimed by some of the steam-ship representa- 
tives, 
to designate some place tor the landing of the im- 
migrants. 

several steamers containing immigrants will ar- 
rive to-day and to-morrow, and the ageuts of the 
respective companies will be forced to adopt some 
pian of action at once. The Elbe and the General 
Werder, of the Bremen Line, are expected to-day 
or to-morrow morning. These two steamers will 
bring about 2,000 immigrants, and Mr. Gustav 
Schwab, the agent of the line, decided yesterday 
afternoon to have them landed at Castle Garden 
and pay the required 50 cents per head. “Ido 
this,’ Mr. Schwab said, “ because I appreciate the 
conveniences afforded the immigrants by Castle 
Garden. Of course, I do not want any of 
our passengers left on the streets to take 
care of themselves.”’ When asked whether 
he intended to pay the tax for immigrants 
brought over by his line subsequent to the Elbe 
and General Werder. Mr. Schwab said that he did 
not know. At the office of the Canard Line the re- 
porter was informed that no vessel belonging to 
that line was due before next Wednesday, and the 
company had not determined upon any line of 
policy regarding the landing of immigrants. The 
agent said that whatever was done, the interests 
of the steerage passengers would be cared for. It 
is expected that the Abyssinia, of the Guaion Line, 
will arrive to-day with about 700 immigrants. Mr 
Guion informed a Times reporter last evening that 
he had about made up his mind to have the immi- 
grants landed at Castie Garden and pay the head 
tax. The Germinic. of the White Star Line, will ar- 
vive to-night or to-morrow morning, but it has not 
been determined in what manner the steerage pas- 
sengers will be landed. 

At the office of the Monarch Line a disposition 
prevailed to let Castle Garden severely alone. The 
manager Was very much averse to paying the 50 
cents per immigrant, and thought that his com- 
pany could take care of its own immigranis 
without the aid of the Castle Garden authorities. 
* We can land them on our own docks here,” said 
he, “ just as well as they are landed in Boston, 
where there is no Castle Garden. According to 
the showing of the Board of Emigration Commis- 
sioners, 32,000 immigrants arrived here during the 
last fortnight. Now, you cannot make me believe 
that it requires $16,000 to pay the expenses of Cas- 
tle Garden and Ward’s Island for that length of 
time.”’ At the office of the National Line it was 
stated thatthe steamer Erin, having on board a 
large number of immigrants, was due this morn- 
ing. It had not been decided, however, where 
the immigrants would be landed. The State 
ot Pennsylvania, of the State Line, came in 
yesterday and unloaded about 500 immigrants 
at Castle Garden. This company, according to one 
of its agents here, will not pay the 50 cents. “* We 
can do without Castle Gardena good deal better 
than Castle Garden can do without us,” said the 
agent. No line of policy had been settled upon at 
the agency of the Inman Line up to last evening. 
The steamer City of Brussels is due to-night. At 
the Anchor Line office the reporter was informed 
that that company would pay the required 50 cents 
if the other companies did. The steamer Thing- 
valla arrived Jast evening and will land about 700 
immigrants at Watson’s Stores, Brooklyn. It is 
probable that some kind of aconference of the 
steam-ship men will be held to-day to decide upon 
some uniform plan of action. Most of the agents 
are averse to assuming the care and responsibility 
of looking after the steerage passengers after they 
are landed. 

President Stephenson informed a Times reporter 
last evening that he understood that the Hamburg 
Line had also concluded to pay the head tax and 
land its immigrants at CastleGarden. Whenasked 
if he had heard that one of the steamers of the 
Thingvalla Steam-ship Company had unloaded 700 
immigrants at Watson's Stores, Brooklyn, he 
expressed surprise, and said thatthe Swedish line 
had been in the habit of landing its steerage pas- 
sengers at Castle Garden. Mr. Stephenson ap- 
peared hopeful that all of the steam-ship companies 
would eventually consent to pay the required 50 
cents. He remarked that it would be a shame for 
any steam-ship company to land the immigrants on 
their own docks, and leave them helpless in the 
streets,

Among the Trustees appointed to carry out 
the scheme are Gen. Gibson, Congressman 
from Louisiana; W. H. Strong, James Me- 
Connell, and W. H. Hughes. These, with 
the rest of the Trustees, are all intimate persc nal 
triends of Mr. Tulane and residents of New- 
Orleans.

of official good sense which may help to 
redeem them from the charge of prejudiced 
argument and hopeless narrowness of view.

It is a pity that when a grateful country, 
througa its representatives in Congress, 
makes some new and generous recognition 
of the services of its defenders there should 
be any necessity for lying about the cost of 
such an act. For instance, when the 
House of Representatives passes a Dill 
increasing to $40 a month the rate 
of pension allowed to _ soldiers and 
sailors who lost an arm or a leg in the ser- 
vice of the Nation, it would seem to be the 
duty of all who support such a measure to 
know exactly what it will cost. If the 
authors of such a bill declare that it 
will take $1,600,000 from the Treasury 
when further investigation shows that it 
involves an expenditure of three or four 
times as much, there is a certain suspicion of 
jobbery attached to the proposal which no 
pretense of disinterested magnanimity is 
likely to efface. It has been left to 
the Senate to find out from the Com- 
missioner of Pensions what the House 
committee ought to have ascertained, 
and it is a fair example of the 
absolute irresponsibility of our system of 
making appropriations that the debt-con- 
tracting power should be exercised by the 
popular branch of Congress in such com- 
plete ignorance of its effects. But, as lib- 
erality with the public money in the matter 
of pensions is the most popular form of 
contemporary demagogism, this perhaps is 


not.to be wondered at.

‘Five Western States, Minnesota, Nebras- 
fa, Iowa, Indiana, and Arkansas, are repre- 
sented on the Utah Commission, the mem- 
bers of which have just been appointed by 
the President. Of these, Mr. ALEXANDER 
H. Ramsey is the best known, as he has 
been in public life ever since he came to the 
gceara of manhood, his most conspicuous 


positions being those of United States Sena- 
tor and Secretary of War. Mr. Pappock, 
as United States Senator from Nebraska, 
has also acquired some eminence. The other 
three gentlemen, Messrs. GopFREY, CARLE- 


| TON, and PETTIGREW, have yet their reputa- 


tions to build, but they are highly recom- 
mended by those who know them well. Asit 
has been observed that Western men are en- 
tirely free of that ‘‘sickly sentimentalism’”’ 
which is the special weakness of citizens of the 
older States, the Mormons may expect to 
receive the full measure of justice that is 
possible to be meted out to them under the 
new law. But there is no reason to suppose 
that the Commissioners will not be fair, im- 
partial, and judicial in their administration. 
Practically, they are charged with the duty 
of reorganizing the Territorial Government 
of Utah. The law under which they are to 
act is by no means perfect. The novel ex- 
periment with which they are charged will 
be watched with very great interest by the 


whole country.

The Ocean steam-ship companies which 
form the North Atlantic Conference seem to 
be wavering in their resolution to refuse 
paymentof the 50 cents head money. Three 
or four of them have expressed their inten- 
tion of accepting the compromise rather than 
see their immigrants turned loose on the 
streets, and others are disposed to reconsider 
the action taken at Wednesday’s meeting. 
It is satisfactory to find that the Governor 
has no intention of signing the bill ap- 
propriating $200,000 for the use of the 
Emigration Commission, he being un- 
able to see why the tax-payers of the 
State should pay for taking care of 
the immigrants when the State received no 
particular benefit from their coming and 
the steam-ship companies were making 
money by bringing them. It is to be hoped 
that Congress will lose no time in placing 
Castle Garden under national control. The 
system should be extended to every port 
where immigrants are landed, and the su- 
pervision which tends to prevent the trans- 
fer of hopeless paupers to these shores 
should be rendered more strict than it has 
ever been under State laws. 
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The meeting held in the hall of the Cooper 
Institute last evening at the ca!l of the Anti- 
Monopoly League, though not so orderly as 
could be desired, served a good purpose and 
constitutes a precedent that ought to be fol- 
lowed as often as public interest requires, 
Rascals who make their way into places 
of public trust only to the 
interests confided to their care pre- 
sume on popular apathy and the short 
memory of the people. They should be 
called to account in the most public manner, 
and their record should be placed before 
their constituents in a way to be remem- 
bered. This was the object of last even- 
ing’s meeting. The report read and the 
speeches made dealt with the record of the 
late Legislature with a candor and emphasis 
that cannot fail to have a good effect. 
The list of unfaithful representatives should 
be made complete and their delinquencies 
should be designated and kept before the 
public in order that the only penalty to 
which they are liable may be visited upon 
them hereafter. The door of official life 
should be resolutely shut against them, and 
care should be taken to keep out men of 
similar character and antecedents.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION LAW. 

There is little doubt that the influence of 
the railroad corporations of this State, and 
especially that of the New-York Central 
Company, made itself felt in the Legislature 
throughout the long contest over the Rail- 
road Commission bill. Its object was pri- 
marily to defeat the passage of any measure 
for the establishment of a commission, and, 
failing that, to get it intoa shape most likely 
to work a defeat of its main purpose. There 
is good reason for believing that opposition 
to the bill as it passed wasin a measure with- 
drawn in the hope that the Governor might 
be induced to withhold his signature from 
it. The contest which worked it into that 
shape was directed against him as the de- 
positary of the appointing power, and he 
might reasonably be supposed to be dissatis- 
fied with it. Moreover, there was some 
ground for the opinion that the restrictions 
put upon the exercise of the power of ap- 
pointment were without constitutional sanc- 
tion, and that he might onthat account re- 
fuse to give it his approval. The influence 
which had been so potent with the Legisla- 
ture was speedily brought to bear upon the 
Executive, and the opponents of railroad su- 
pervision used their strongest arguments to 
persuade the Governor that it was his duty 
to pocket the bill unsigned. Notwithstand- 
ing all that could be said or done, he con- 
cluded to give the measure his approval, 
and yesterday the signature was attached 
which gives it the force of law. 

Gov. CoRNELL was placed in a somewhat 
embarrassing position. It is not likely that 
the provisions in regard to the method of 
selecting the Commissioners commended 
themselves to his judgment, however he 
may have regarded the question of 
their constitutional validity. But he was 
on record as favoring the establishment 
of a commission, the popular demand for it 
was unmistakable, and it had been promised 
by both political parties. Thismeasure was 
the best that could be secured after strenu- 
ous efforts during three sessions of the Le- 
gislature. Should it be allowed to fail, the 
contest would have to be fought over again, 


‘and attempts would be made to hold him 


responsible for the defeat of the work 
of the Legislature, such as it was. 
This responsibility he declines to bear. 
If the bill is not all that it should be, the 
blame does not belong to him. He has sim- 
ply concluded to accept the action of the 
Legislature, as the people will accept it, for 
what it is worth, leaving the responsibility 
for such defects as may be developed in the 
working of the law to those who framed it. 
As he has thus far displayed good judg- 
ment and unflinching courage in the exer- 
cise of the veto power, it is but fair to 
assume that he concluded that the con- 
stitutional objections to the bill were with- 
out foundation. While the restrictions im- 
posed upon the appointing power must be 
regarded as unwise, there is little more than 
the shadow of a reason for believing that 
the Legislature exceeded its authority in 
providing for them. It is for that body to 
designate how.such officers as are not pro- 
vided for in the Constitution itself shall be 
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chosen. This it has done in the present 
case. It has delegated nothing to unofficial 
bodies, but it has limited the Governor’s 
choice of one of the Commissioners to can- 
didates suggested by such bodies, This we 
regard as inexpedient and as establishing a 
bad precedent, but that it is unconstitu- 
ional is by no means clear. 

The general provisions of the commission 
bill have been fully discussed from time to 
time in these columns. Its text was printed 
as it passed the Assembly. The changes 
made in the Senate, aside from those 
affecting the method of appointment, 
are not important. The Commissioners 
are to be appointed by the Governor, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
next January. One is to hold office for 
three, one for four, and one for five years. 
One must be selected from the party which 
shall cast the greatest number of votes for 
Governor at the next general election, one 
from the party which shall cast the next 
greatest number of votes, and one ‘‘ upon 
the recommendation of the President and 
Executive Committees, or a majority of such, 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the State of 
New-York, the New-York Board of Trade 
and Transportation, and the National 
Anti-Monopoly League of New-York as 
such organization now exists, or any 
two of such organizations so represented, in 
case of disagreement.’’ This seems to ap- 
ply only to the first members of the Board 
of Commissioners, for it is provided that 
‘‘after such appointment first made the 
Governor, by and with the advice of the 
Senate, shall, ineach year that a vacancy 
occurs, fill the same by appointment for the 
term of five years.’’ No qualification is put 
upon the Governor’s choice in filling vacan- 
cies, whether they occur by expiration of 
the term of office or otherwise. 

Whether this measure shall work success- 
fully or not depends very much upon the 
wisdom with which the power of appoint- 
ment, restricted as it is, shall be exercised. 
This would be equally true if it were not 
restricted at all, and it is not to be denied 
that good selections may be made under 
the restriction. If good Commissioners 
are appointed there can be no diffi- 
culty in the way of securing all 
the benefits contemplated by the new law. 
While the subject is not likely to be 
directly involved in the coming political 
canvass, as it would have been if the bill 
had been allowed to fail, it should not be 
forgotten how much depends upon the char- 
acter of the Governor to be chosen next 
Fall. In the selection of candidates and in 
the choice between such candidates as are 
to be presented, it should be remembered 
that the cause of the people in their struggle 
for the proper supervision and regulation of 
railroad corporations will be in his hands. 
He will have a new responsibility of great 
weigbt, and it ought to be proved that in- 
crease of oflicial responsibility has the effect 
of creating a higher sense of responsibility 
among the people in choosing those who are 
to bear it. 


THE PROFITS OF BESSEMER STEEL. 

We have several times called attention to 
the ‘‘ McKinley bill,’ which all the pro- 
tectionist organs insist should be promptly 
passed without awaiting areport from the 
Tariff Commission. Under an ingenious 
phraseology it conceals its real purpose, 
which is to advance the duty on steel 
blooms to the same rate as that now paid on 
steel ingots; that is, for most sizes of steel 
blooms from 80 per cent. ad valorem to 2} 
cents per pound, which would be equivalent 
to between 150 per cent. and 200 per cent., as 
the price of steel may vary. Thisis obviously 
in the sole interest of the Bessemer steel mak- 
ers, who have combined together, and 
whose business is now practically entirely 
in the hands of a few men—men of great 
energy and skill and high business standing, 
but not over-modest in their demand for 
Congressional aid in making their business 
profitable. The McKinley bill is simply a 
measure to extend to them a greater degree 
of protection than they now enjoy. It must 
be pertinent, under these circumstances, and 
in view of the fresh proposition for protec- 
tion, to examine the actual condition of the 
Bessemer steel industry, the claim that it 
can fairly make to further favors under the 
theory of the protectionists themselves, and 
the particular class at whose expense these 
favors would be granted. 

This we are fortunately enabled to do ina 
perfectly authoritative and conclusive man- 
ner by means of documents produced on the 
floor of the House by Mr. Hewirv, of this 
City, the correctness of which cannot be 
successfully disputed. The Pennsylvania 
Steel Company is one of the largest, most 
active, and, says Mr. Hewirr, ‘‘ most re- 
putable’’ of the steel manufacturing corpo- 
rations, It has a capital of $2,000,000, 
divided into 20,000 shares of a face value of 
$100 each. According to Mr. Hewirt’s 
statements this company paid, in 1879, 9 per 
cent, dividends, and added $30,000, or 14 
per cent, more, to its sinking fund. In 
1880 it declared 12 per cent. dividends, In 
1881 it declared two dividends of 5 per cent. 
each and two of 6 per cent. each, making 22 
per cent. in all. On the 31st of August, 
1881, the ‘‘ undivided profits’ of the com- 
pany were $3,286,423 51, and the market 
value of its stock was, on the average of 
several sales—no one was selling it to any 
extent—$265 per share. The estate of J. 
Epe@ar Tompson, formerly President of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, owned 
1,000 shares of this stock. By his will the 
widow was entitled to the income of his 
estate. The Pennsylvania Steel Company 
just at this time perfected a transaction 
which was brought on account of the in- 
terest of the estate before the courts, and 
which led to a judicial determination of the 
amount of its dividends for the year 1881, 
which nominally were 22 per cent., but 
which were declared to be something very 
much greater. 

The transaction was this: The Pennsyl- 
vania Steel Company bought of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company 5,000 shares of 
the steel company’s stock at the then mar- 
ket price of $265 a share. The steel com- 
pany then made a ‘‘confidential’’ offer to 
the holders of the remaining 15,000 shares 
to distribute the 5,000 shares just purchased 
pro rata at the face value of $100 a share. 
In other words, they divided up among 
their shareholders $825,000. This was 55 
per cent. on the unpurchased shares, mak- 
ing in all 77 per cent. which those shares 
earned in 1881, and still leaving undivided 


profits on hand of $2,461,423 51, together 
with such profits as were earned after 
Aug. 81. The question submitted to 
the court was, Was the money thus dis- 
tributed profits or not? If it were, 
the widow of Mr. ‘THOMPSON was 
entitled to her share of it. The court de- 
cided that the money was profits and noth- 
ing else, and awarded her her share. The 
decision is given in full in Mr. Hewrrr’s 
speech, and is printed in the Record of May 
17. These are facts which it is very easy to 
understand. The Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany divided in three years 43 per cent. in 
dividends; it made a disguised: dividend of 
41} per cent. on its total capitul, and it re- 
tained undivided profits of 125 per cent. Its 
total profits, therefore, for the three years 
were 213} per cent., and its average annual 
profits were over 71 per cent. Owing to the 
combination which exists among the steel 
mills, it is impossible that they have not all 
made profits, perhaps not so great as these, 
but very large. And they now come for- 
ward to ask Congress to give them a chance 
to make still greater gains by increasing the 
duty on steel blooms. 

Now, steel blooms, though not an abso- 
lutely crude raw material, are, in effect, 
raw material for the manufacture of many 
forms of steel. The proposition to increase 
the duty is a proposition to tax manufac- 
turers of one class for the benefit of those 
of another class, Those who are to be 
taxed are more numerous, engaged in more 
varied industry, and not so prosperous as 
those who are to have the benefit of the tax. 
Is this honest protection? Does it tend to 
accomplish a single one of the purposes for 
which protection is intended? Is it not, on 
the contrary, an impudent and shameful 
violation of the principles on which any fair 
system of protection can be made to rest? 
Yet it is precisely of such provisions as 
these that the most efficient portions of the 
present tariff are made up, and there is no 
limit to which the favored monopolists 
would not push these provisions if they 
were allowed to do so. 


NOT AN ISSUE. 

Senator SLATER, of Oregon, is said to be 
very much dissatisfied with the conduct of 
the late political campaign in his State. 
This is natural. Oregon has strong Demo- 
cratic tendencies, but the entire Republican 
ticket was elected, including a Republican 
Legislature, which will choose a successor 
to Senator GROVER, whose term of office 
expires in 1883. But when Senator SLATER 
criticises the plan of campaign he must 
expect to quarrel with the redoubtable 
Chairman of the joint Congressional Com. 
mittee of his party, Gen. RosEcRANS. 
The Senator complains that the Democrats 
of Oregon ‘‘received no aid except a 
few documents on the Chinese question, 
which was not an issue.’”’ This is where 
Senator SLATER differs with the Chairman 
of the Democratic joint Congressional Com- 
mittee. If the Chinese question is no longer 
an issue with the Democrats of the Pacific 
States, perhaps Senator SLATER will be 
good enough to tell us what is. In common 
with the rest of mankind, we shall be glad 
to see the everlasting question finally 
dropped. But the Democrats show no signs 
of dropping it. Perhaps they have nothing 
else to take up in its place. 

It is also said that Gen. RoskEcRANs, as a 
candidate for re-election, was so busy with 
his own canvass that he had no time to at- 
tend to Oregon. He flung into the State the 
‘*few documents on the Chinese question”’ 
of which Senator SLATER speaks so slight- 
ingly, and then devoted himself to ‘‘ fixing’ 
his own Congressional district in California. 
This must be a slander on the gallant hero 
of Stone River. It is true that the General, 
who is Chairman of various Congressional 
Democratic organizations, discharged at 
his political associates in California sev- 
eral ‘‘open letters’? designed to  pro- 
mote his interest as a candidate, 
and that this indicated much private 
and confidential letter-writing. But Gen. 
Rosecrans employed in his own behalf the 
same class of ammunition as that thrown 
into Oregon—the Chinese question. With 
a modesty that does him infinite credit, the 
General claimed for the Democratic Party 
the sole responsibility for passing the anti- 
Chinese bill, and he argued that it was he 
who carried the Democracy in Congress, 
and, therefore, carried the bill. Further- 
more, Gen. Rosecrans claimed that the 
Democracy of California stood before the 
world as responsible for having shut the 
gates against ‘‘ the barbaric hordes of Asia,’”’ 
and this, he asserted, was reason enough 
why the party should be given more power. 
Having shut the gates, as the General says, 
they should be intrusted with the custody 
of these portals forever. And yet, Senator 


SLATER says that the Chinese question is 
not an issue | 


Many people will be surprised to learn 
that the Democrats in Congress claim that 
they are entitled to the sole credit of pass- 
ing the Chinese Restriction bill, or that Gen. 
Rosecrans claims this in his own behalf. 
There were quite a number of influential 
speeches made in the House and in the 
Senate, by Republicans, in behalf of the 
bill, and, from first to last, the meas- 
ure was not considered a party ques- 
tion. But if Gen. Rosgcrans believes 
that the Democrats passed the Dill, 
and that he managed the Democrats, he 
is not to blame for his persistently blowing 
his horn. And it is natural that he should 
stick to the Chinese question, as long as he is 
in politics, as the only live issue. People 
generally are weary of the Chinese question. 
They do not want to hear anything more 
about it. But the Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Congressional Joint Committee will 
never, never give up that momentous ques- 
tion. Most men consider the matter settled 
for ten years at least. RosEcrans will fight 
his battles over again. 

For more than twenty years, the Demo- 
crats of California, Oregon, and Nevada 
have been hammering on the Chinese ques- 
tion. They have had no other plank but 
that laid down by Denis Kearny when he 
declared that ‘‘ the Chinese must go.”’ It is 
not worth while now to waste time in 
attempts to discover who is responsible for 
the final disposition of this ancient issue. 
For the present, and probably for a long 
time to come, it is laid to rest. But, as we 
have seen, the Democrats of the Pacific 
States are unwilling to concede this 
fact. They are barking away at the 


same old empty hole, just as - though. 
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nothing had been done. Their news- 
papers were dreadfully alarmed, while 
the measure was pending, lest their 
long-cherished bone should be taken from 
them. They did not want the issue taken 
away from them. They had brought up a 
generation of Democrats with this profitable 
political investment, and they were mightily 
disappointed when the President finally ap- 
proved the bill and the provisions of the 
treaty were embodied in a law of the land. 
They expected to carry Oregon by shouting 
that Republican opposition had hindered the 
passage of the Restriction bill, and that 
Democratic persistence had facilitated it. 
The result has not been encouraging to the 
Oregon Democrats. Nevertheless, Gen. 
Rosgkorans says that the Chinese question 
is, and Senator SLATER says it is not, an 
issue, 


THE FIVE MONITORS. 

Secretary CHANDLER may not be the 
ablest living statesmen—and, indeed, there 
are reasons for thinking that he is not—still, 
he is conceded to be a shrewd man with a 
fair knowledge of business, Let us suppose 
that Mr. CHANDLER has built’a house ona 
quicksand at a cost of $50,000 imagining 
that the foundation was a good and substan- 
tial one. By the time the house is finished 
it begins to sink. It is ascertained after a 
careful examination that the house is 
doomed; that nothing can prevent it from 
sinking out of sight, and that it is utterly 
impossible for Mr. CHANDLER to live in it, 
to rent it, or to move it. What would he 
say to any one who should urge him to 
spend another $50,000 in furnishing and 
decorating the house, and should argue that 
unless this were done the original $50,000 
paid for building the house would be entire- 
ly thrown away? Would not Mr. CHanp- 
LER, a8 8 Wise man, reply that, having al- 
ready thrown $50,000 into that quicksand, 
he did not propose to throw any more money 
after it, and that he would prefer to regard 
the house as a dead loss and to build another 
that would be habitable? 

We have in various stages of construction 
five large men-of-war of the monitor type. 
These are the Miantonomoh, the Monadnock, 
the Zerror, the Puritan, and the Amphitrite. 
There has been expended on these vessels 
and their machinery the sum of $3,528,580. 
This money has been thrown away. Since 
the keels of these vessels were laid so 
much progress has been made in naval 
architecture and gunnery that they are now 
of a type that is completely obsolete. Were 
they finished they would be as useless for 
warlike purposes as is an Erie canal-boat. 
Nevertheless, Mr. CHANDLER recommends 
that $4,287,836 should now be spent in order 
to complete these five worthless ships, and 
he offers as an argument for this further 
waste of money that unless the ships are 
completed the money already spent on them 
will be wasted. 

Now, nobody knows better than Mr. 
CHANDLER—for this is a matter so simple 
that an intelligent boy of 10 years of age 
could understand it—that these five men-of- 
war, on which he wishes to spend more than 
four millions and a quarter of dol- 
lars, would be of no more value 
as men-of-war when completed than 
they now are on the stocks. Suppose that 
the four and a quarter millions are spent on 
them, what will they then be able to do? 
Their armor will be so thin that it will offer 
practically no resistance whatever to the 
heavy guns of every European Navy. They 
will be so slow that they cannot escape from 
the slowest European vessel that may at- 
tack them; they will be unfit, because of 
their model, to go to sea, and because of 
their lack of ventilation they cannot even be 
used as receiving ships at our navy-yards. 
Why complete such useless and preposter- 
ous ships? If we confess that they are fail- 
ures and order them to be broken up, we 
shall lose about $3,528,580. If we complete 
them we shall have thrown away $7,816,416. 
Is this Mr. CHANDLER’s conception of a 
wise and business-like measure ? 

It is an extraordinary thing that whenever 
our public men undertake to manage our 
naval affairs they seem to lose all capacity 
of reasoning. There is Mr. Ropeson, who 
is believed to be in some respects an intelli- 
gent man. If he had spent $50,000 in re- 
pairing a row of six two-thousand-dollar 
houses and found that when the work was 
done there were only two houses left, and 
those in the last stages of ruin, he would 
imagine that he had made a mistake, but he 
can spend $50,000,000 in repairing the navy, 
and when itis pointed out to him that as the 
result of his exertions we have no navy 
left, he thinks that the public is ungrateful 
and censorious. 

Mr. CHANDLER does not seem to be quite 
straightforward in his proposal to finish the 
five worthless monitors. He says that if 
they are completed they will be fully equal 
to any vessels of their class in anv foreign 
navy. This is undoubtedly true, but it 
would be equally true were the five un- 
finished monitors five unfinished canal-boats. 
Mr. CHANDLER omits to mention that in no 
navy worthy of the name are there any 
men-of-war of the class of the Puritan and 
her weird sisters. No civilized Government 
would give navy-yard room to such anti- 
quated tubs, and the only possible use to 
which they could be put would be to pre- 
serve them as specimens of the naval archi- 
tecture of a bygone age. 

And this suggests the propriety of estab- 
lishing a navy-yard somewhere on the west 
of the continent where the curious craft that 
constitute our navy could be safely kept for 
the benefit of antiquarians. Our navy-yards 
are now situated on the sea-coast, and in the 
event of a war they would infallibly be cap- 
tured and all our men-of-war would fall into 
the hands of the enemy. If we could re- 
move our ships to the Tennessee or the 
Upper Missouri River they would be tolera- 
bly safe. In such a remote inland museum 
they could be visited by all persons inter- 
ested in archeology and primitive ship- 
building, and successive Secretaries of the 
Navy could repair them forever and ever. 
Perhaps Mr. CaanpLeR will accept this 
friendly hint and take his wretched old mon- 
itors out of the sight of people who have 
occasionally opportunities of seeing real 
men-of-wer.

WELLS COMET.

INTERESTING STATEMENT CONCERNING ITS 
COMPOSITION. 
From a Communication in the Brooklyn Union. 

This Wells comet proves the most important 
ever observed for another reason. Every comet 
thus far examined by the spectroscope has given 
hydro-carbon lines, showing its chief constituents 
to be hydrogen and carbon. This visitor has been 
very unfavorably situated for spectroscopic 
observations in this country, but on Satur- 
day last there was received at the Dudley 
Observatory from Lord Crawford’s observa- 
tory, in Scotland. the following dispatch, dated 
May 29: “Thespectrum of the nucleus of Comet 
Wells deserves the closest attention, as it shows a 
sharp, bright line coincident with D, as well as 
strong traces of other bright lines, resembling in 
appearance those seen in the spectra of Gamma 
Cassiopeia and allied stars.” The D line proves 
that sodium is a chief element among the constitu- 
ents of this comet, and the other lines indicate the 
presence also of iron and chlorine. No such spec- 
trum of a comet has ever before been seen since 
the spectroscope has been in use. : 

Now it is known why this wanderer did not be- 
come a brilliant object. Sodium is twenty-three 
times less voiatile than the hydro-carbons found in 
all other comets. Had the censtituents of this vis- 
itor been those apm te d observed, the tail of 4° 
or 5°, seen only by the help of a telescope of some 
power, would have been a magnificent brilliant 
train of 80° or 100°, visible distinctly te the naked 
eye in broad daylight, the prediction of M. 
Flammarion, the famous French astronomer, 
namely, ‘“ Just before perihelion we sball 
see an immense column of light rising 
obliquely in the sky at the north-east,” 
would have been realized. Will we see the comet 
again? Will it be brilliant? It is hazardous to 
venture an answer. If visible to us it will be low 
down, near the horizon. The people south of the 
equator will have the best view of it. The hard 
materials of which it is composed may cool rapid- 
ly, and on the other hand ‘they may fetain heat 
longer than the ordinary constituents of comets. 
As during the past few months, we can only wait 
and see what is to occur. But those who saw 
this visitor with an telescope have

Your correspondent ‘‘H. E. B.” does not 
state his stricture on my position regarding the re- 
peal of the tax on perfumes fairly.3If your corre- 
spondent will referto my letters in Tue Trves on 
the subject he will find that I fully agree that this 
tax could be conveniently dispensed with, espe- 
cially as the Treasury does not need the revenue. 
But as a tax reformer it is my duty to point out 
and ridicule when and wherever I can the folly, 
and, I may say, the unblushing impudence, of re- 
pealing a three-and-one-half-million-dollar tax on 


the hichest class of luxuries (of course, I don’t in- 
clude in my remarks the tax on matches at all) in 
preference to a reduction of the taxes on the com:

Thereis not, says Comte, anv purely indus- 
trialhuman being, But occasionally there flourish, 
butside the jails, persons who are almost ideal ex- 
tmplifications of the principles of the competitive 
political economy. America has produced the 
most successful of these practical political econo- 
nists. His career illustrates what may be accom- 
plished by a scientific devotion to the principles of 
rompetition, laissez-faire, desire of wealth, and 
lelf-interest, if mot the harmony of in- 
erests. While the Crystal Palace  exhibi- 
jon of 1853 was open in New-York, there 
vame to seek his fortune in the City a 
jlender, black-eyed, black-haired boy, from the in- 
terior of the State. He brought with him a very 
handsome mahogany box. Inthe box was an in- 
vention; ‘‘a little thing,” he once said, ‘‘I had 
brought from my country home, and thought was 


ging to make my fortune and revolutionize the 
world. It was a mouse-trap.” The unsophisti- 
tated boy left his treasure on the seat of a Sixth- 
Avenue car while he stood on the platform to stare 
at the crowd and it was stolen. But he pursued 
and caught the thief, who was an old offender, for 
whom the Police of New-York were looking at 
that moment. The Hera/d of the next day, under 
the heading ‘‘ How a Mouse-trap Caught a Thief,” 
Fave his first taste of publicity to the youth who 
sor the next 30 years was to be continually before 
ihe public, and, by a singular coincidence, always 
in connection with some kind of trap. The genius 
jhat had divined from afar that the great City was 
lull of mice, and had contrived a trap to catch 
them, could not be stolen. Its first impulse grew 
© be a passion. Brains and strict attention to the 
aws of supply and demand have made the country 
boy the greatest mouse-catcher of America, and 
his traps have become the envy of every man of 
feline aspirations. * * * 

It was during. the same monta [December, 1880] 
that the conflict between the Western Union and 
American Union Telegraph Companies was raging 
at its worst. The American Union had been started 
m 1879 by our hero, with an investment of less than 
65,000,000. Western Union stock tumbled to 77% 
m the last month of 1880. So little interest did he 
sake in the stock market at this time that he did not 
risit Wall-street, but when not at home spent his 
time at the Windsor, across the street. Swinging his 
legs from a back-tilted chair, he would tell his friends 
that Western Union was a worthless bundle of ex- 
piring patents, uncertain contracts, and old wires, 
and that he should not buy a share above 60. Feb. 
6, 1881, Western Union and the American Union 
and the Atiantic and Pacific Telegraph Companies 
were consolidated, and the telegraph capital of 
the three, which was then $60,000,000, against $400, - 
000 in 1856, was increased to 80,000,000. The stock 
had never gone below 77, but the inventor of the 
American Union snare was the owner of mest of 
jt. The price advanced to 137%. and the public 
found that the ex-Trustee of Erie, the ally of the 
Tammany Ring, the corrupter of justice, and the 
artificer of panic, was master of the rapid transit 
of news and confidence within the United States 
and between them and the rest of the world. 

Hardly had the details of the telegraph consoli- 
dation been announced, February, 1881, when a 
flutter in the New-York Stock Exchange followed 
the publication of a letter from the President of 
the Manhattan Elevated Railroad Company beg- 
ging the State to remit the taxes due from the 
company. It wasapiteous piea for escape from 
ruin, and the stock began to fall. Next rose into 
view the highest judicial officer of the State, who 
declared with great indignation that Manhattan 
had forfeited its charter by insolvency, by failure 
to build roads, as stipulated by its charter, and by 
Its shameless watering of stock. He began suit to 
wipe it out of existence. The public applauded 
with a thrill of satisfaction, and more stockholders 
sold. The hidden hand pulled another wire, and 
the editor of the New-York World began to 
jaunch forth through its columns startling exhibits 
of the financial rottenness of the company, 
and editorial, that is virtuous, indignation at its 
abuses of the publicand its franchises. Then came 


another can-can in the courts, led by lawyers, who |} 


danced long and weil, according to the New-York 
code of legal ethics that ifa lawyer is not a Judge 
he need not be a gentleman, and if he isa Juage 
he need not be investigated. Receivers were ap- 
pointed, more stock-watering was authorized by 
the courts, and affidavits poured forth from insiders 
that the company was hopelessly and irretrievably 
bankrupt and its stock worthless. Manhattan 
stockholders fiung their certificates away for what 
they could get. The price sank to 1544. Suddenly 
what had seemed a mass of ruin crystallized into 
the symmetrical structure of amonopoly, and on 
its peak, but a few days after he had sworn 
that Manhattan was hopelessly and irretrievably 
insolvent, sat the manufacturer of mouse-traps, 
master of the rapid transit of the greatest city of 
America. The prentice hand that had fashioned 
the Erie trap had become the perfect instrument 
of an artist in the science of exchange. A suit be- 
gun in the name of the people by the highest offi- 
cer of justice was set up as a rack on the floor of 
the Stock Exchange, and used there for six months 
as an instrument of torture. A Judge of the Snu- 
preme Court sat in the manipulators’ rooms and 
turned the screw by which the victims were forced 
to surrender their property. Receivers were ap- 
pointed and dismissed, injunctions given and de- 
nied, orders issued and rescinded, and Stock Ex- 
change arguments made in the guise of decisions; 
all this was done just as was demanded by our ex- 
port in the theory of the value of judicial honor. 

je bought his law in the courts where it was 
cheapest, and sold it in the Stock Exchange where 
it was dearest. Ninety thousand shares of Man- 
hattan steck were shaken out in eignt days, at an 
average price of 20. The same Judge did this 
who appointed his relatives to places among 
thé wreckers of the Continental Life In- 
surance Company, of New-York. Judge Barnard 
signed an Erie order in the rooms of a wanton; 
Juage Westbrook has repeatedly held court in a 
Worst place—the private office of this dealer in ju- 
dicial virtue. 

When Receivers were appointed for Manhattan, 
they were two hired men in the employ of him who 
was known to the court to be suing tke company 

rivately, and their bonds, signed by his associates, 

ere ready in advance of the aetion of the eourt. 
Yhe lawyer who was conducting the private suit 
against Manhattan was retained as assistant in the 
people’s suit by the Attorney-Geeeral, and the 
company he was suing was compelled to pay 
his fees. The Attorney-General began his public 
buiton the same day the wrecker of Manhattan 
began his private suit. When the Attorney-Gen- 
tral dismissed his action, not a single day had been 
given to the people for the trial of their case 
against the company on its merits. In July, 1881, 
Buits were pending against the three elevated rai!- 
road companies in all the courts in New-York in 
which they could be brought. Every appeal for 
elief to the courts by those whose property was 
ing forced out of them was met by rebuff, and 
by the victory of the men in whose privute offiees 
the court sat to decide a public action brought in 
the public name by a public officer. One of the 
reasons given by the Attorney-General for discon- 
tinuing his suit was that arrangements had been 
made for the payment of the taxes in dispute. 
The latest incident in this extraordinary history is 
the appearance at Albany of a powerful lobby to 
procure from the Legislature release from these 
taxes. This lobby is described by Tue New-York 
TimEs—which has attacked the Manhattan regrow | 
with a brilliant intrepidity equa: tothat with whic 
It overthrew the Tammany Ring—as tbe most dan- 
gerous which has appeared in Albany for many 
ears. :

OBITUARY. 


GEN. ERNEST DE CISSEY. 

A dispatch from Paris announces the death 
of Gen. Ernest Louis Octave Courtol de Cissey, 
ex-Minister of War of France. The General was 
born in Paris, Dec. 23, 1811, received a military edu- 
cation at St. Cyr, and in 1835 was appointed 
alde-de-camp to Gen. Trezel, with whom, in 
Africa, his services won the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor. He was then promoted to be Staff 
Captain July 29, 1889. Serving in the Crimea, he 
was present at Inkermann, and was commissioned 
Brigadier-General March 18, 1854. In 1863 he was 
promoted to be General of Division, and command- 
ed the Eleventh Division at Rennes. 

At the outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war, 
Gen. de Cissy was placed in command of the First 
Division of the Fourth Army Corps in the army of 
Metz, and won distinction in several engagements 
near that fortress. When Bazaine proposed 
capitulation, be strenously endeavored, but in 
vain, to persuade him to make one more effort. to 
break the German lines. After the capitulation 
he was sent as a prisoner of war into Germany. 
Being liberated, he proceeded to Versailles, was 
elected member of the Assembly and commander 
of the Second Corps, and took a prominent part in 
the suppression ot the Commune. July 15, 1871, 
he was appointed Minister of War, succeed- 
ing Gen. Le F16, and gave valuable assistance 
to M. Thiers in his effort _to reorganize the army. 
He retired when the Duke de Broglie came into 
power, but was afterward again appointed Min- 
ister of War. resigning the port folio in August, 
1876, to Gen. Berthand. After the act of 
the 16th of May, he voted for the _ dis- 
solution of the Cabinet demanded by _ the 
Duc de Broglie, June 20. 1877. On March 31 
1878, he took command of the Eleventh Army 
Corps at Nantes. First decorated with the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor April 27, 1838, Gen. de 
Cissey was promoted to be officer Aug. 8, 1847, 
Commander Dec. ‘30, 1858; Grand Officer Deo. 28, 
1867, and on April 20, 1871, he received the Grand 
Cross.

ASHORE NEAR HALIFAX HARBOR—HOPES OF 


SAVING THE VESSEL. 

HAa.irax, Neva Scotia, June 16.—Between 8 
and 9 o’clock last night news spread through the 
city that a large steamer had gone ashore at the 
mouth of the harbor, and soon it became known 
that the Allan Line steam-ship Canadian, Capt. 
Menzies, from Glasgow and Liverpool, had struck 
on the dreaded Thrump Cap shoals, between 
Meagher’s Beach and Devil’s Island Lights. Pre- 


parations were at once made on the Government 
steainer Newfield and several steam-tugs to pro- 
ceed to the scene. About 10:30 o’cloek one of the 
latter got off with instructions from Cunard & Co. 
to Capt. Menzies. A thick fog settled over the wa- 
ter whieh made great caution necessary, but soon 
after midnight, and before much time had been 
spent in the search, the whistle of the stranded 
steamer was heard in the distance, and the tug was 
soon at her side. She was found lying quietly on 
the shoals, witha slight list to port, and without 
any motion to speak of. She had struck at 
6:30, when the tide was high, and was well 
up on shore. The Captain said he took his pilot on 
board at 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon off Sombre 
Head. The fog was then very thick and the ship 
was kept going very slowly. At 6:30, when run- 
ning to eastward ot the Fitch buoy, but keeping, 
they thought, well clear of Thrump Cap, she struck 
the rocks and rebounded. The engines were quickly 
reversed, but a few minutes after she went on 
again, came off, and then struck a third time and 
remained fast, lying with her head to the east. 
There were few passengers on deck at the time, 
but. when the ship struck a sudden rush was made 
from below, and for a few minutes great excite- 
ment and confusion prevailed. The fears of the 
passengers were soon calmed, however, by the 
ship’s officers, who acted with great coolness, and 
as soon as possible some fishermen from shore were 
sent to the city in row-boats with the news. 

Up to5o’clock this morning the Canadian had 
not suffered any injury, the sea not being rough 
enough to cause hertoroll. It will be necessary 
to remove a large portion of her cargo when it is 
thought, if it should not become stormy, she can 
be got off. The steamer had on board 277 passen- 
gers, allin the steerage, and tugs were busy in the 
early part of this morning in transferring them to 
the steamer Newfield, by which they were brought 
up tothe city. There are 1,000 tons of freight on 
the ship, 8000f which were to be landed at Halifax, 
and the remaindertakento Boston. This morning, 
with the assistance of several steam-tugs, the trans- 
ferring of the cargo to schooners was begun, and 
it will be brought to the city by them. The war-

A MASTODON UNCOVERED. 


——— 
THE REMAINS FOUND IN A SWAMP NEAR 
FREEHOLD, N. J. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., June 16,—William H. 
Reed, a farmer, living about two miles west of this 
village, has recently had several workmen engaged 
in draining aswampy meadow. One of the labor- 
ers threw out what was at first thought to bea 
large white gravel stone, but which, on being 
wiped off by one of the mep, was seen to be an im- 
mense tooth which had evidently belonged to some 
large animal. The tooth was about four inches 
long and two inches across the top, and 


weighed nearly four pounds. The men were 
about to resume digging, when Mr. Reed or- 
dered them to desist. He acquainted Dr. Samuel 
Lockwood, the naturalist, who lives here with his 
* find,” and showed him the tooth. Dr. Lockwood 
immediately declared it to be a molar from the 
mastodon. Mr. Lockwood aecompanied Mr. Reed 
to the place where the remains were found. This 
was evidently the site of an ancient beaver dam. 
The laborer had cut through the remains of the 
creature at a point which took away the base of 
the tusks and a portion of the face of the animal. 
Under the direction of Mr. Lockwood the digging 
was resumed. Theends of both tusks were ex- 
poses The left one was uncovered and carefully 
ifted out to the surface of the ground. It was 4 
feet 4 inches in length; measuring the width 
of the ditch, which was 18 inches, and allowing 2 
feet for insertion in the skull, the entire length 
of the tusk would be 7 feet 10 inches. 
No sooner was the tusk exposed to the atmos- 
phere than disintegration began, the tusk falling 
to pieces in transverse sections, each section being 
about one-fourth of an inch in diameter. In the 
course of half an hour the disintegration had pro- 
ceeded so rapidly that only a crumbly mass was 
left of the tusk. When first exhumed the tusk had 
the feeling of a plece of fresh cheese newly cut. 
On account of the greater depth of the second 
tusk portions of it remained uncovered while the 
laborers were at work at the remainder, and by 
the time the hole was uncovered the first part had 


e ~~ decomposed as to render it impossible to lift 
out. 


On the second day after the discovery the work 
of exhuming the body was begun. Operations 
commenced at the head, which was lying within 
two feet of the surface. When the laborers had 
cut down to the head it was found to be so soft 
that the bones were easily cut through with a 
spade. It was nearly the color of the black vege- 
table mold of the meadow, and was therefore al- 
most indistinguishable. But a careful inspection 
showed that the front part of the head was greatly 
similar to that of the elephant of the pres- 
ent day, except that the forehead was abnormally 
high. By a close investigation of the skull numer- 
ous aircells, some of them an inch in diameter, 
were found. The bone of the skull was of an im- 
mense thickness, but completely honeycombed 
with these air cells. These cells had become filled 
withthe fibrous roots of plants, which extended 
through the entire skull. After digging through 
the skull and coming to the lower part of the head 
three or four more teeth similar in shape, size, and 
weight te that already described were found. 
The teeth, unlike the tusks and bones, were 
in a remarkably good state of preservation. The 
exploration was continued until the entire body 
was laid bare. Beneath the pones was found 
a bed of sand, upon which the animal had evi- 
dently lain downto die. The bones of the body, 
though greatly decomposed, were plainly dis- 
tinguishable and the position of the animal was 
ascertained. It was lying with its head to the 
north-east, and its legs stretched out at length at 
right angles to its body and its head inclined 
toward its chest. About a year age the remains of 
a megatherium were found in the marl-pits of 
Mariboro, where those of smuller sea creatures of 
that period are numerous. The discovery of the 
remains of the mastodon is important to geologi- 
cal history, as it has been the general belief among 
geologists that at the time the mastodon lived the 
coast of New-Jersey was submerged and that it 
has risen from the waters since that time. 
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MURDERERS PUT TO DEATH.

A COWBOY HANGED IN NEW-MEXICO—JAMES 


VAUGHN’S DEATH IN ILLINOIs. 

ALBUQUERQUE, New-Mexico, June 16.—Mil- 
ton Yarberry was hanged here this afternoon for 
the murder of Charles Campbell. The hanging 
took place ina vacant space adjoining the town. 
Crowds poured into the town yesterday and to- 
day, and thousands were present at the hanging, 
including Mexicans, cowboys, railroad men, and 
miners. There were numerous fights, but no inter- 
ference. Yarberry died with the same bravado 
which characterized his life. He marched to the 
scaffold with a determined step and never filnched 
when the rope was placed about his neck. Some 
persons in the crowd indulged in cheering, The 
drop was five feet. He died after a few struggles. 
Yarberry was about 40 years old, a native of 


Texas. He was a gggyboy, a rufiian, and a gam- 
bler. 


Cartro, Ill., June 16.—James Vaughn, who 
murdered Wilham Watts, City Marshal, at Tama- 
roa, lil., last August, was hanged at Pinckneyville 
to-day. Vaughn rested quietly last night, sleeping 
soundly until 6 o’clock this morning, at which hour 
he arose and took breakfast. He spent most of 
the morning in gazing at the work going on outside 
and offering suggestions in regard to the construc- 
tion of the gallows. During the morning the Rev. 
Mr. Sryuer visited the prisoner in his cell. At 
noon the jail was thrown open and persons holding 
tiekets were admitted to look at the prisoner. At 
12:15 Vaughn was taken from his cell by Sheriff 
Penwarden and a bailiff and conducted direct to 
the scaffold, where about 50 pee had assem- 
bled. He ascended the scaffold steps with « firm- 
ness, gave one look at the crowd, and then stepped 
under the beam. Just before the minister began a 
prayer Vaughn recognized Henry Watts, brother 
of the murdered man, and asked to have him ex- 
cluded, whieh was done, after which Vaughn sig- 
nified that he wasready. A prayer was then of- 
fered and the death-warrant read, and after a few 
remarks by the minister the prisoner’s hands and 
feet were tied, the black cap was drawn down, and 
the noose adjusted. Vaughn trembled exceeding- 
ly until the trap was sprung. After hanging 25 
minutes the body was cut down and delivered to 
relatives for burial.

ALL STILL IN THE DARK 


NO LIGHT YET THROWN ON THE 
GUTERMUTH MYSTERY. 
SENSATIONAL DISCLOSURES SAID TO BE IM- 

PENDING—NEW THEORIES ADVANCED— 
INSPECTOR BYRNES SAYS HE KNOWS 
WHO RUSSELL Is. f 
Sensational disclosures were said last night 
to be impending in the Gutermuth case, and it was 
intimated that possibly they might come to-day. 
Speculation has been rife as to who the mysterious 
man Russell is. It has been gravely hinted that he 
is a person of prominence, and has used his 
powerful influence to conceal his identity. It was 
said by others that he was the friend of a detec- 
tive employed by a prominent hotel, and well- 
known to the Police, A gentleman who said that 
he knew him imparted the information that Rus- 


sell alighted from a train on the Sixth-avenue ele- 


vatea railway at Park-place yesterday afternoon 
and walked down Broadway, To a friend whom he 
went to see he was reported to have declared his 
belief that the assault was committed by two men 
who emerged from a stablein the neighborhood. 
Inspector Byrnes admitted last night that he knew 
who Russell was. He was asked if he was 
a buneosteerer, but he youchsafed no re- 

ly. In response to the question whether 

e@ was a reputable business man he said, ‘‘ No; 
not pag He declined to say whether he shoul 
arrest him if his officers discovered his where- 
abouts. ‘As sure as I am sitting here,” he said, 
“‘we shall find who caused Gutermuth’s death.” 
It was said that Mrs. Hawks had known the man 
for a long time, but the woman herself, when asked 
on Wednesday, declared that she had not. 

The Police yesterday attributed much of their 
slow progress to the haste in making the arrests. 
They said that if the parties had been allowed 
their freedom for a week or two evidence would 
have been secured that would have fastened 
the guilt where it belonged. This was 
said on the ground that what is known as 
the “‘ first theory’’—that Gutermuth was mistaken 
for Dr. Clapp and that the right persons were ar- 
rested—was correct. Coroner Merkle was accused 
of being too precipitate. The Police yesterday 
were still clinging to the first theory, and relin- 
quished it for none of the others which were 
pressed upon them. One theory was that Russell 
did the deed. It was argued that he might have 
been enamored of Mrs. Hawks and grown jealous of 
Gutermuth who appeared to engross the attention 
of the woman. Russell might have gone back af- 
ter leaving Nellie Clapp at the flat and struck the 
blows that resulted in Gutermuth’s death. This 
view, it was said, was plausible in the face of the 
fact that Gutermuth saw only one assailant. Capt. 
Killilea will produce a watchman to show that two 
men were seen running away from the spot, and 
unless some new disclosures are made this theory 
will not be adopted, as it appears to be apsurd. 

Capt. Killilea, who has been accused of neglect- 
ing to give proper attention to the case, said yes- 
terday that he should produce before Coroner 
Merkle James Cosgrove, Assistant Foreman of 
Engine Company No. 23, at Fifty-eighth-street and 
Broadway, to prove that one of his detectives went 
to the Roosevelt Hospital on the morning of the 
assault to obtain information from Gutermuth 
with a view of working up the case. 

John J. Doyl, a professenional nurse, who at- 
tended Gutermuth, told a peculiar story yesterday. 
To Doyle Gutermuth related the particulars of,the 
assault much as he detailed them to Mrs. Laura B. 
Sherwood, and much as Mrs. Hawks gavethem. He 
informed Doyle that a man came up to 
Mrs. Hawks and himself and asked if 
they were laughing at him. Gutermuth replied 
that they were not, and the man said: ‘‘I helieve 
that you are laughing at me.”’ Gutermuth said: 
“You dirty, drunken loafer, bo | should we 
laugh at you’’’ The man at this made the assault. 
a thought that only one man attacked 
nim. 

Three or four days after the affair had occurred, 
an American District messenger boy brought 
a note to the house of Mrs. Jardine, 
No. 144 West  Forty-seventh-street, where 
Gutermuth was lying. It was directed “to the 
lady of the house,’’ and said, ‘*‘ Please state the 
condition of Mr. Gutermuth to-day.”’ It was signed 
“W. A. Harrison.’’ The boy said it was sent from 
the Vanderbilt Hotel, Lexington-avenue and Forty- 
second-street. Mrs.Jardine wrotea reply and signed 
her name, After that notes came every day until 
Gutermuth was supposed to be out of danger ask- 
ing his condition. and addressed to Mrs. Jardine. 
At the Vanderbilt Hotel nothing was known of W. 
A. Harrison, and the clerk knew of no notes having 
been sent from the house. It was learned from a 
messenger that a woman sent at least one note 
to the house, possibly at the instance of a man. 
The note on this occasion was sent from the oftice 
of the District Telegraph Company. Mrs. Jardine 
told Gutermuth of the mysterious notes, and he 
appeared annoyed, and said he did not know the 
sender. 

While Gutermuth was sick two men—a German 
and a Mexican—came to see him, both on the same 
business, but never together. Gutermuth ex- 
plainea to his nurse that through him his lawyer 
was getting a divorce for one of the men from his 
wife, and that the other was to marry the woman. 
This was the reason that they never came together. 
They both understeod the transaction and agreed 
to it, but neither wanted to see the other. The 
visits of the two occurred before the assault as 
well as after. A week ago Thursday the Mexican, 
whose name was something like *“*Losan,”’ left for 
Mexico. The German called at the house last Mon- 
day - again on Tuesday, but was not seen after- 
ward. 

Before the assault occurred to disturb the peace 
of the flat Mrs. Hawks and Nellie Clapp entertained 
visitors well-known in business and social circles. 
Among them were two or three of the most promi- 
nent operators in Wall-street and a son-in-law of a 
distinguished person in this City. a 

John K. Imley, when visited at the Tombs yes- 
terday bya reporter of THe Times, declined to 
make any statement, but added in a suggestive 
manner that he had had an interview on Thursday 
afternoon with Coroner Merkle and Inspector 
Byrnes at Police Head-quarters, “and I guess, he 
sald, ‘that the bottom of the case will be arrived 
at within the next few days. Imley, whose man- 
ner was somewhat despondent and constrained 
prior to his trip from the Tombs on Thursday after- 
noon, seemed yesterday to be in much better 
spirits. On Monday the Coroner will endeavor to 
examine “ Mrs. Hawks,” Dr. M. B. Clapp, Miss Nelly 
Clapp, a gentleman who is supposed to be ‘* Mr. 
Russell, Sergt. Cortright, Detective Walsh, Officer 
McLeavy, the night watchman who gave the alarm, 
the Ambulance Surgeon, and the House Surgeon of 
the Roosevelt Hospital. The investigation will 
cover many days, and will not be closed until the 
Police declare that they have exhausted all the 
means at theircommand to find Gutermuth's as- 
sailant or assailants, 

Dr. Mortimer R. Clapp called on Inspector 
Byrnes last night, and was closeted with him for 
an hour. Robert C. Clapp was taken out of the 
Tombs yesterday under a writ of habeas corpus to 
the office of ex-Recorder Smith, in Chambers- 
street, to testify as a witness in the proceedings 
brought by his brother, Dr. Mortimer Clapp, to re- 
move Robert from the Executorship of his father’s 
estate. His testimony was of no public interest, 
and, at its close, he was taken back to prison.

ITS ACTS REVIEWED BY THE ANTI- 
MONOPOLY LEAGUE. 
SEVERAL MEMBERS DENOUNCED FOR BE- 

TRAYING THEIR TRUSY—THE BAD MEAS- 

URES: WHICH THEY SUPPORTED—SPEECH= 

ES BY LEGISLATORS, 
? The officers of: the New-York:County Anti- 
Monopoly League ‘issued a call,for a mass-meeting 
last evening in the large hall of the Cooper Union, 
and invited members-of all parties to attend. Un- 
der the big clock at. the rear of the platform was a 
banner bearing the words, “ Our principles—anti- 
monopoly: We advocate and will support and de- 
fend the rights of the many as against privi- 
leges for the? few; corporations, the crea- 
tion of the State, shall be controlled 
by the State; labor and capital — allies 
not enemies—justice for both.” In their call for 
the meeting the officers of the Anti-Monopoly 
League said that they felt that their organization 
would fail in its duty to the public if it did not 
present a report of the acts of the Legislature just 
adjourned, together with a record of’ the votes of 
members, so that the people might judge what 
members have betrayed the interests of their con- 
stituents. Among those on the platform were the 
venerable Peter Cooper, ex-Controller John Kelly, 
Senator John G. Boyd, Assemblyman James Hag- 
gerty, ex-Police Justice Patrick G. Duffy, Gen. 
Patrick H. Jones, Dr. C. P. Miller, Alderman Fer- 


dinand Levy, Civil Justice Alfred Steckler, Felix 
McCloskey, John Pyne, and John Farrell. The ar- 
rivalof Mr. Cooper and Mr. Kelly was greeted 
with rounds of cheers. There were some hisses 
when Mr. Kelly stepped to the front row of seats 
on the platform, but applauses deadened the hisses.. 

After a song by agles club, Mr. F. B. Thurber 
was introduced. He read the report of the Anti- 
Mouepoly League upon the work of the Legisla< 
ture. The report opened with the statement that, 
in the Legislature the monopolists lavishly expend- 
ed the funds which they had wrung from fhe peo- 
ple to accomplish their purpose, and as a result the 
**Black Horse Cavalry’’ or “the Forty Thieves,” 
as they are known by their more recent designa- 
tion in the lower house, had full sway, and legisla- 
tive morals were reduced to a lower standard than, 
has been attained in many years. Both of 
the great political parties, continued the report, 
began the session by putting forward as candidates 
for presiding officers men who had been _ notorious 
for their monopoly aftiliations; in the Senate Mr. 
Jacobs by the Democrats, and Mr. McCarthy by 
the Republicans, while in the Assembly the Repub- 
licans supported Mr. Alvord, and the Democrats 
found no better man than Mr. Patterson. Mr. 
Shanley, who was appointed Chairman of the 
Assembly Railroad Committee, proved to be 
na serviceable tool of the monopolists, pro- 
moting objectionble measures, and _ delay- 
ing those designed to protect the public interest. 
Reference was then made to the Railroad Com- 
mission bill,and Mr. Thurber said that he was 
glad that the Governor had signed it. The Elevat-. 
pd Railway Five Cent Fare bill was next taken up, 
and it was set forth that early in the session such a 
bill had been introduced inthe Assembly by E. C. 
Sheehy, and in the Senate by Thomas F. Grady. 
Both of these legislators were suspiciously dila- 
tory in tneir advocacy of the bill, and it was not 
until more than two months of the session had ex- 
pired that Mr. Grady, in response to vigorous sug- 
gestions from his constituents, moved the matter 
in the Senate, which passed the bill by a nearly 
unanimous vote, and sent it to the Assembly, 
where it was deieated. The Elevated Railway 
Tax bill, which was a proposition to except 
the elevated roads from the provisiens of the 
act taxing corporations, and substituting therefor 
a tax of 4 percent. upon their gross earnings was 

4ntroduced in. the Assembly by Col. M. C. Murphy 
and in the Senate by Mr. Grady. It was progressed 
very quietly in the Assembly by a nearly unani- 
mous yote, and afterward passed by the Senate. 
When attention had been called to the objectiona- 
ble character of the bill Senator Boyd offered a 
resolution that-a message shall be sent to the Govy- 
ernor requesting the return of the bill. This reso- 
lution was adopted. Inthe Assembly Mr. Chapin, 
of Kings, and Mr. Roosevelt, of New-York, endeav- 
ored to have the vote by which the bill was passed 
reeonsidered, but technical objections were made 
by Mr. Sharpe and Mr. Alvord, and Mr. Brooks de- 
feated the reconsideration of the vote by moving 
to lay the matter on the table. The General 
Street Railway bill, designed to enable street 
railroad operations in connection with an in- 
fluential coterie of New-York City politicians 
to construct a railroad in Broadway and other 
prominent streets by paying the City the sum of 
$750,000 for the franchise, asum not one-quarter 
of its value, was next referred to. The report ad- 
vised the citizens of New-York to watch the mem- 
bers of the Commcwn Council, as the bill provides 
that the approval of the local authorities must be 
secured. : 

Regret was expressed:that none of the bills relat- 
§nc to convict labor was passed. The vote in favor 
of leaving the free canal amendment to the people 
‘was approved. The Westbrook impeachment 
matter was discussed at length, and the fact 
that it was voted down was deplored. The 
names of Messrs. Poucher, Smith, Parker, 
Searl, McClelland, Potter. Chamberlain, and 
Armstrong were spread upon the minutes for 
submitting a * white-washing report,” and 
the course of Messrs. Chapin, Morrison, and Liv- 
ingston in recommending Justice Westbrook's im- 
peachment was commended. Mr. McClelland and 
ethers defeated a motion to postpone the Penal 
Code until] May, 1883, and will thus bring it into 
operation in December. The report mamed the 
following members of the Assembly as not entitled 
to public eonfidence: Messrs. Ahearn, Alvord, 
Mathew Patten, Cooper, Brodsky, Browne, Catlin, 
Cooper, J.J. Costello, Engle, Gidgon, Keyes, Mo- 
‘Clelland, Murphy, Newmuin, Raines, Shanley, 
Sharpe, Sipp, and Tighe. Tliere are reasons, says 
the report, for not naming other members, and the 
leagueis accumulating data for compiling a com- 
plete record which the short time at command pre- 
vented it from presenting last evening. SenatorJohn 
G. Boyd was highly complimented for his course 
in the Legislature. He was elected, it was claimed, 
through the influence of tne Anti-Monopoly organ- 
ization. Michael J. Costello was also praised, and 
it was said of Major Haggerty that he * was equally 
true at heart, and though he cast some votes of 
which we cannot approve, they were cast with an 
honest purpose to serve the public, and his labors 
to elevate the judiciary entitle him to our con 
tinued confidence and support.” Lobbyists of all 
classes were denounced, and particular mention 
was made of Charles Swan, who was “actually 
appointed a clerk in the Assembly.”” It was added 
that “ bills were juggled out of their place, and in 
some instances stolea outright in a manner which 
provoked the indignant protest of members, and 
some of them were restored.” In conclusion, 
Mr. Thurber submitted resolutions that citizens 
should use their influence’ to nominate and elect a 
better and more honest class of men to make their 
laws, and the foliowing was then read: 

resolved, t the action of the Legislature just 
FB acne 4 san the Elevated Railroad Tax bill, the 

eneral Street Surface Railroad bill, the adoption of 
he Penal Code, the Elevated Railroad Fare bill, the 
Elevator Grain Charge bill, the resolution to investi- 
gate the subject of convict labor, and the Westbrook 
impeachment resolution is ae, J to be deprecated, 
and we earnestly request his Excellency the Governor 
40 veto the three measures first mentioned. 

Resolved, That we learn with pleasure that Gov. 
Cornell has signed the Railway Commission bill, and 
we thank his Excellency for taking this step toward 
subjecting railroad corporations to proper supervision 
and control. 

The resolutions were adopted, and then Mr, 
Thurber displayed a black bordered hand-bill, 
which he said was a sample of those which the 
league intended to have printed, showing the 
records of members of the Legislature who were 
false to their duties. 

The Chairman announced that some letters 
would be read from gentlemen who could not at- 
tend the meeting. He added that the reading 
would not occupy much time, whereupon one of 
the audience raised a general laugh by brusquely 
txclaiming: ‘* Well, don’t let them occupy much 
time. We want to hear some of the speakers.” 
The Seeretary read letters from Gen. H. E. Tre- 
inain, the Rev. T. K. Beecher, and Henry E. Alvord. 
He remarked that he had other letters, but mumer- 
pus voices shouted “Put them in the waste 
basket!’ and he desisted from reading them. 

Major Haggerty was then introdueed. He said 
that looking over his legislative career he saw 
things there that he would not do again. He ad- 
mitted that he had voted for an infernally iniqui- 
tous bill, [a voice in. the audience, ‘You ought to 
bave known better,”] but any man in his place 
would have been liable to have made the same mis- 
take. He voted for the elevated road tax bill, be- 
pause he did not have time to give it the considera- 
tion it deserved. He considered that he had 
done his constituents a service in going 
to the Legislature, for any lawyer that 
would give up the best months of his practice to go 
+o the Legislature for $1,500 was indeed doing the 

ople a favor. The speaker paid his respects to

One-half of the audience 
were occupying themselves in calling for ** John 
Kelly,” and. the other half were vigorously hissing, 
and the Chivirman neglected to recognize Mr. Mc- 
Clelland, wlio thereupon stepped upon the plat- 
form. Whe the audience caught sight’: of him 

‘several voices demanded that he be heard. One 
+man shouted, ‘* We want to hear both sides. This 
ain’t no Tammany Hall meeting.” Tne Chairman 
gave way to the general sentiment of the 
rmeeting, and Mr. McClelland was _permit- 
ted tospeak. He was greeted with loud applause. 
He said that he had learned in the school of com- 
‘mon justice that first it was right to hear a man 
and condemn him afterward if he deserved it. He 
had never been ashamed to look a man in the faee, 
,and as a legislator he had acted from pure and 
honorable motives.

and vigorously applauded his declaration that he 
) was ‘willing to go before the people any time.” 
‘One man, however, kindly assured him that he 
““ wouldn’t be called on to go back to Albany.”’ In 
concluding his remarks Mr. McClelland said he had 
come to the meeting because he had made up his 
mind not to be scared out of a hearing. He took 
his seat amid tumultuous applause. 

L. E. Chittenden, President of the National Anti- 
Monopoly League, criticised Mr. McClelland for 
‘voting for the Penal Code, and said that he could 
-never forgive such Legislative conduct. Mr. F. B. 
Thurber said that the League had nothing against 
ex-Assemblyman McClelland personally, but his 
record as a member of the last Legislature was 
bad. He had dodged the Five Cent Fare bill; he 
had voted for the iniquitous General Street Rail- 
sond billand the Elevated Railroad Tax bill, and, 
above all, he had voted to whitewash 
Judge Westbrook. Until he could _ ex- 
‘plain away such a record Mr. McClelland 
could not expect that the Anti-Monopoly League 
would reconsider its condemnation of him. Mr. 
Thurber’s remarks were received with mingled ap- 
aang re and hisses. Several times during the even- 

ng loud calls were made for John Kelly, but each 
time the storm of hisses almost drowned the calls. 
Finally the famous Tammany Sachem left his seat 
onthe platform and disappeared into the ante- 
,room. <A few general remarks in favor of anti- 
» monopoly agitation were made by Mr, Thomas Y. 
Cator, of New-Jersey, and after more vocal music 
‘the meeting broke up. 


A CONEY ISLAND RAILROAD FIGHT. 


:MR. CORBIN WANTS TO WITHDRAW PRIVI- 
LEGES FROM THE BRIGHTON BEACH ROAD. 
For some time past there has been a disa- 
greement between the gentlemen in control of the 
Long Island Railroad Company and the Directors 
of the Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney Island Rail- 
road Company in reference to the right of way 
over that portion of the Long Island Railroad 
track which lies on Atlantic-avenue between Flat- 
bush and Franklin avenues. When Receiver 
Sharpe controlled the Long Island Railroad he 
made a contract with the Brooklyn, Flat- 
bush and Coney Island Company permitting 


the latter to run trains over the Long 
‘Island Railroad tracks between their Brook- 
‘lyn terminus, at Franklin and Atlantic ave- 
‘nues, and the Long Island Railroad depot, at Flat- 
bush and Atlantic avenues. This enabled the Coney 
Island Company to come down into the heart 
of the City and greatly increased their traffic. The 
Long Island Railroad Company sold the tickets for 
the Coney Island Company, and deducted 20 per 
cent. of the gross receipts in payment for the use 
of their tracks. The contract has not yet 
terminated, but Mr. Austin Corbin, who at pres- 
ent controls the Long Island Railroad Company, 
thinks it is not valid, and has already made one 
attempt to prevent the Brooklyn, Flatbush 
and Coney Island people from running special 
trains over Atlantic-avenue. The attempt was 
met by force and frustrated. Mr. Corbin has low- 
ered the fare fromthe Flatbush-avenue depot to 
Manhattan Beach to 30 cents for the round trip— 
the connection being made at East New-York, 
where the Manhattan Beach Road from Green- 
point crosses Atlantie-avenue—and it is claimed 
by the Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney Island Com- 
pany that Corbin wants to cut off, by annulling 
the contract above alluded to, the travel between 
Brighton Beach and Brooklyn forthe purpose of 
directing itto Manhattan Beach. A meeting of 
the Directors of the Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney 
Island Company was held in the company’s office, 
Montague-street, Brooklyn, yesterday, at which 
the whole matter was discussed. The Directors 
finally conc)uded to empower Mr. Henry C. Mur- 
phy, President of the road, te confer with Mr. Aus- 
tin Corbin, and take such steps as he may deem 
proper to preserve their rights. The matters in 
dispute will, it is said, be taken to the courts for 

final settlement.

A STATEMENT FROM A REPRESENTATIVE OF 
MR. OSGOOD. 


Joseph J. Bowman, the representative of 
Receiver Osgood, of the Columbian Marine Insu- 
rance Company, made a statement to a Times 
reporter yesterday in defense of the Receivers’ 
acts. The company, he said, failed in 1866, owing 
nearly $2,700,000. The managers had previously 
used up everything, selling their Government 
bonds, and leaving nothing but their accounts, 
premium notes, and Alabama claims. The original 
Recetvers were succeeded by George A. Osgood 
and Cyrus Curtiss. They proceeded to wind up the 
company’s affairs, but encountered expensive 
litigation in the performance of thattask. The 
declared a dividend of 5 per cent. about 1868, and, 
instead of reinsuring, as other companies had done, 
canceled the policies and premium notes, believing 
this best for all interested. The orders of the late 
Judge Barnard, of the Supreme Court, granted 
from time to time, and under which the Receivers 
acted by advice of counsel, gave them $175,000 as 
cormamissions. This amount * — drew, but 
subsequently, believing from their own personal 
examination that they were not entitled to so large 
a sum, they voluntarily paid back $65,000. When 
their accounts were passed by ex-Judge Bosworth, 
as Referee, John McDenald, as counsel for some of 
the creditors, objected, insisting that Judge Bar- 
nard’s orders were erroneous and the commissions 
allowed were excessive. The matter was then be- 
fore Judge Lawrence, who referred it to ex-Judge 
Peabody to take testimony and report, continuing 
Judge Barnard’s orders in force until the report 
was made. Receiver Osgood, so Mr. Bowman as- 
serts, has meantime and for years tried to discover 
what the just claimsupon him are. He was told at 
first that the sum was $50,000, then $90,000, and 
now the creditors claim nearly $200,000. All that 
Osgood ever received, according to Mr. Bowman, 
was $95,000. He paid back $38,000, and offers to 
pay $45,000 more, which is $6,000 more than credi- 
tors claim to be due as overdrafts. Mr. Bowman 
insists, finally, that Mr. McDonald, while express- 
ing willingness to have affairs settled, has really 
obstructed all efforts to bring about any settlement, 
Speaking for Mr, Osgood, he also declares the 
claim that Receiver Curtiss should pay the interest 
on the overdrafts is unfair, for sueh overdrafts were 
allowed by Judge Barnard’s orders.

PRETTY BLOODED COLTS KN@CKED DOWN AT 
’ PRETTY FIGURES. 

The sale of thorough-bred yearlings at Mr. 
August Belmont’s Nursery Stud Farm, near Baby- 
lon, Long Island, yesterday, was a notable turf 
event. A special train left Long Island City at 10 
A. M. There were about 100 passengers, mostly 
turfmen, among whom were ex-Gov. Bowie, of 
Maryland; ex-Collector Washington Booth, of Bal- 
timore; Capt. William M. Conner, manager for 
John McCullough; John F. Purdy, Elliott Zborow- 
ski, Henry Havemeyer, of this City; Col. S. D.

Johnson; Henry Winter, of Maryland; J. O. Don- 
ner and E. V. Snedeker, of this ity; John Evans, 
of Kentucky; Thomas Joseph, of New-York;

A BRILLIANT PLAY OF ORATORY CUT SHORT

MR. SIPPLE TRIES TO EXPLAIN. 
—_--—~——-— 
AN INCOHERENT EXPLANATION OF CIRCUM- 
STANCES AGAINST HIM. 

The trial of William J. Sipple, charged with 
having attempted to rob the Erie Railroad Com- 
pany’s Office in Jersey City of $43,600 in October 
last, was resumed in Judge Garretson’s court yes- 
terday morning. Sipple resumed his testimony. 
He repeated the same stery he told to Chief of Po- 
lice Murphy on the night of his arrest. He denied 


that on the night of the attempted robbery he 
had hired a carriage at McCabe's livery stable, but 
admitted that an umbrella found in a carriage 
which he is said to have hired at McCabe’s on the 
night of the attempted robbery, was his. To recon- 
cile the denial and admission he testified that he 
had loaned his umbrella to two unknown men. He 
afterward met them inthe Pennsylvania Railway 
depot, where bed wentin a carriage. When ke 
asked for the umbrella they said they had left it in 
the carriage, which had driven away in the mean- 
time. At the time of his arresta copy of one of 
the spurious dispatches sent over the wires on the 
night of the attempted robbery was found in his 
pocket. He explained this by saying thatafter the 
two strangers to whom he had loaned his umbrella 
sent the carriage away, they went into the gentle- 
men’s dressing-room. He followed them and over- 
heard them say that if something was found upon 
them it would be evidence against them. He heard 
something drop, and after they had gone he went 
to the place where they had been and picked up 
the switchboard key and the dispatch referred to. 
He claimed that at the time when the bogus dis- 
patches were going over the wires he was at home, 
and to support this alibi he produced Mr. amd Mrs. 
Merritt, in whose house on Fourth-street he board- 
ed. Mrs. Merritt was sure be was at home before 
10 0’clock on the evening in question. But Mr. 
Merritt thought it was later than 10 o’cloek when 
Sipple got home—how much later he could not 
say—and Mrs. Merritt rather weakened the force 
of her'testimony by insisting that the night she re- 
ferred to was the night before Sipple’s arrest. As 
amatter of fact he was not arrested for two or 
three days after the attempted robbery. The rest 
of the testimony was as unimportant as it was un- 
interesting. Both sides rested and counsel pro- 


ceeded to sum up.

CHILLY DANGERSIN THE ATLANTIC 


——_@—__—_— 
THE BARK SCOTLAND ESCAPES FROM A HOST 
OF ICEBERGS. 

Capt. Munro, of the English bark Scotland, 
which arrived here yesterday from London, said 
he had never before seen so many icebergs on one 
voyage as on that he had just finished. ‘‘The first 
and largest iceberg encountered was seen on the 
3ist of May, at about 46° longitude. It was 130 feet 
high,”’ said the Captain, “for it towered high above 


the masts of the bark and seemed larger than your 
Brooklyn bridge. Shortly after passing this float- 
ing island another icoberg appeared, and then a 
third, after which they began to dot the surface of 
the water, growing more and more numerous every 
hour till the ocean looked as if a fleet of innumera- 
ble ice-ships was sailing over it. We 
were sailing right through the middle of 
the Gulf Stream,”’ continued Capt. Munro, ‘‘and 
the temperature was 48°. Testing the temperature 
of the waterI found it to be 38°, and I observed 
that the currentiof the Gulf Stream had stopped en- 
tirely. The heavy north-west arctic current, which 
brought down the bergs, had probably counteract- 
ed the Gulf Stream and made it take a southerly 
course. On the 3d of June a heavy fog enveloped 
the bark and there was danger. We shortened 
sail; the mate and boatswain were stationed on 
the look-out, and all hands were attending tothe 
braces. We passed a monster iceberg so closely 
that I could easily have jumped on it from the 
deck, but, fortunately, the bark did not even re- 
ceive a scratch. I then steered the vessel for six 
hours to the south-west until we reached latitude 
40° 20’ when%the water was‘clear of ice.” The 
Scotland made the passage from London in 36 days.

MR. SCHAEFER'S EXHIBITION OF LOVE. 

Philip Schaefer, a German laborer, living in 
Brooklyn, Eastern District, has for the past 14 
months been paying attentions to Anna Schuster, 
a domestic servant at No. 161 Washington-street.

THE PILOTAGE SERVICE. 

The special committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce on pilotage, consisting of Charles S. 
Smith, Gustav Schwab, and James W. Elwell, were 
in conference yesterday with the Pilot Commission- 
ers. Among the reforms needed in the pilotage 
service urged by the Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee and indorsed by the Pilot Commissioners 
was a reduction of the number of boats; employed 
from 21 to 15, no boat to carry a company of over 7 
pilots.
